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Cheney tapped 
as Bush's VP 
running mate

P resumptive Republican presidential 
nominee George W. Bush has cho¬ 
sen Richard Cheney as his vice pres¬ 
idential running mate, it was announced 
Tuesday, July 25. Cheney is a traditional 
conservative in matters of economics 
and governance. But his stance on issues 
affecting the gay community depends on 
who you ask, and appears more negative 
than positive on the matter of gays serv¬ 
ing in the military. 

The country’s two leading gay rights 
groups were critical of Bush’s vice pres¬ 
idential pick, as was at least one local 
activist. 

Cheney has made a political career 
working for moderates, as a protege of 
Donald Rumsfeld at the Office of Eco¬ 
nomic Opportunity, chief of staff to 
former President Gerald Ford, and as 
secretary of defense to former Presi¬ 
dent- George H .WrBush. ta the 1930$?^*" 
he served as the congressman from 
Wyoming for several terms. 

Cheney brought his senior congres¬ 
sional aide Pete Williams with him to 
become chief spokesman for the Pen¬ 
tagon. In 1991 Williams was “outed” in 
the Advocate magazine as gay, ostensi¬ 
bly because of the hypocrisy of a clos¬ 
eted gay man being allowed to serve at 
that senior level while hundreds of gay 
and lesbian soldiers were being booted 
out each year. 

It is believed that Cheney had long 
known that Williams was gay. Williams 
refused to publicly comment on the 
“outing,” and with Cheney’s support, 
continued to serve as Pentagon 
spokesman. Williams is now a reporter 
with NBC News. 

At a congressional hearing, Cheney 
was asked by Representative Barney 
Frank (D-Massachusetts) if gays were 
a security risk in the military. Cheney 
replied, that was “an old chestnut that 
could be laid to rest,” and that gays

B irds do it, bees do it... 

“Everybody is 
doing it,” said Vince 
Gaither flatly. 

What’s “everybody” 
doing that has San Francis¬ 
co’s HIV and gay commu¬ 
nities in a subdued state of 
soul-searching turmoil? 

According to Gaither 
and others with intimate 
knowledge of the phenom¬ 
enon, they’re barebacking - 
fucking guys, or getting 
fucked by guys without 
lubing up a condom and 
stretching it over the penis 
of their prospective top. 

HIV-positive guys, like 
HIV Prevention Planning 
Council member Gaither, 
are doing it. 

And, according to reli¬ 
able sources in the gay 
community, HIV-negative 
guys are doing it. 

What’s more, guys are 
doing it with guys of differ¬ 
ent or unknown HIV 
serostatus. 

While Gaither, and 
other HIV-positive barebackers like Stop 
AIDS Project staffer Keith Folger, say that 
they reserve their barebacking for other HIV- 
positive guys from whom they have obtained 
a verbal informed consent, others suggest 
that their avowedly principled practices may 
be more the exception than the rule. 

As mentioned in last week’s Bay Area Re¬ 


porter, local gadfly activists from ACT 
UP/San Francisco and Queer Nation staged 
public “outings” of Gaither and Folger at two 
HIV prevention forums on July 13, circulat¬ 
ing graphic photos the two had posted on a 
Web site, barebackcentral.net, a free site for 
men from around the country who want to 
“hook up” with other like-minded bareback¬ 


ing men. 

The Web site, based in 
Atlanta, noted that to date, 
it had been viewed by over 
a half million people. 

On the rise? 

Some observers suggest 
that barebacking is on the 
rise in San Francisco, and 
that gay men are shutting 
down - growing immune to 
the “safer sex” messages de¬ 
livered by the public health 
system and the prevention 
educators it funds. Several 
longtime activists and HIV¬ 
positive men who bareback 
say that city agencies have 
failed to grapple with the 
realities of sexual practices 
in the community today, 
leaving men who are, in 
fact, not using condoms to 
figure out for themselves 
"how to reduce their risk of 
getting HIV, or passing it on 
to others. 

“It’s sad that at this point 
in history, we’re actually 
perceiving sperm as a bad 
and evil thing. We’re very much in a ‘middle- 
ages’ in that respect,” commented Niq Shelbi, 
a title-holder in San Francisco’s leather com¬ 
munity and an openly HIV-positive bottom 
who also advertises on the barebackcen- 
tral.net Web site. “The topic of exchanging 
fluids has become so negatively impacted,

PlanetOut censors XY Web site

I t’s no secret that gay media mergers often 
mean community opinions are combined 
into one stream of thought, and anything 
divergent might not make it to main¬ 
stream content? But last week’s censorship of 
an XY magazine story by PlanetOut.com sent 
chills through a queer publication that has 
long considered itself an independent voice 
of various ideas. 

XY.com used to enjoy its four-year-old li¬ 
censing agreement with PlanetOut.com, 
which calls for each site to have a link to the 
other, and for PlanetOut to host the XY site 
for a fee. XY, in targeting young gay men, is 
a cutting-edge social and fashion commen¬ 
tary, and PlanetOut, in recently acquiring 
both the Advocate and Out magazines, is now 
an international gay news giant. 

“It was great exposure for our magazine,” 
said Peter Ian Cummings, publisher of XY, 
of his deal with PlanetOut. 

But in June, XY carried a six-page story by 
Cummings entitled “Scary Love,” which de¬ 
tailed how companies like Calvin Klein, the 
Gap, and Abercrombie and Fitch blatantly 
refused to advertise in XY because of its 
truthful portrayal of gay teens who - shock¬ 
ingly - are affectionate with one another. The 
article included quotes from an Abercrom-

bie representative - that’s right, the Aber¬ 
crombie of homoerotic imagery - that ad¬ 
vertising in XY would be “too much” for the 
“conservative” company. The article also 


noted that Abercrombie, the Gap, and other 
well-known fashion companies have no 
qualms about being included in straight- 
identified magazines that contain youthful 
eroticism. 

As with any other XY story, “Scary Love” 
was posted to the magazine’s Web site. Then, 
on July 19, the PlanetOut landlord let itself 
into tenant XY’s home and removed the 
story from XY.com, due to “potentially li¬ 
belous” content, according to Cummings, an 
explanation that offended his own journal¬ 
ism and XYs integrity. 

“I would never publish a story in our own 
magazine unless I was sure of the facts,” said 
Cummings. “And in my 20 years of journal¬ 
ism I’ve never been sued for libel. It’s insult¬ 
ing to me and the magazine.” 

To Cummings, the fact that the Advocate 
and Out both have relationships with Aber¬ 
crombie and the Gap is no small coinci¬ 
dence, and on the surface, the censorship 
does seem to smell of the typical gay-gone- 
mainstream media worried about offending 
its own advertisers. 

But according to PlanetOut CEO and Ex¬ 
ecutive Vice President Susan Schulman, the 
reason “Scary Love” was censored is because 
it asked for donations from readers, a direct 
breach of PlanetOut policy.

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Opiates involved in 
MCC shelter death

j|| young man died earlier this 
month in San Francisco 
Jr % after experiencing an undis¬ 
closed medical emergency at a 
small youth shelter at the Metro¬ 
politan Community Church-San 
Francisco in the Castro. 

But some people don’t seem to 
want you to know about it. 

Acting on a tip, the Bay Area 
Reporter reported last week that 
25-year-old Curtis Howard died 
on July 6 at California Pacific 
Medical Center’s Davies campus 
of unknown causes. 

After a week of repeated re¬ 
quests, the hospital has refused to 
state the patient’s cause of death, 
or even the name of the physician 
who had been assigned to his care. 

“Whether we have that infor¬ 
mation or not,” said Anne Mosher, 
a spokeswoman for the hospital, 
on Wednesday, July 26, “the med¬ 
ical center is not able to provide 
it” without permission from the 
deceased man’s next of kin. 

Neither the Bureau of Records 
and Statistics of the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health nor 
the San Francisco Medical Exam¬ 
iner’s office had any record of any 
individual by the name of Curtis 
Howard. 

But as the B.A.R. was going to 
press, Mosher explained that this 
was because of a “computer mix- 
up.” 

According to the Medical Ex¬ 
aminer’s office, “Curtis Howard” 
was an alias, and the young man’s 
legal name was Curtis Oliver Jr. 

Although the hospital physi¬ 
cian, who the Medical Examiner’s 
office identified as Dr. Ovido Du- 
mitrescu, had failed to report the 
death as required, when the mor¬ 
tuary received the body for cre¬ 
mation, staff saw that Dumitrescu 
had indicated on the death notice 
that “opiates were involved,” and 
they alerted the Medical Examin¬ 
er’s office that an investigation was 
warranted. 

“The death happened on the 
6th and we didn’t know about it 
until the 11th. We were notified by 


the mortuary,” said Charles New¬ 
man, administrator for the Medical 
Examiner’s office, adding that the 
investigation into the cause of 
death would take six to eight weeks. 

According to Medical Examin¬ 
er Dr. Boyd Stephens, if the hospi¬ 
tal had found drugs in Howard’s 
system at the time of admission, 
and had reason to believe that he 
had died of unnatural causes, they 
should have notified his office 
within 15 hours of the death. 
Newman said, however, that the 
office would consider the hospi¬ 
tal’s failure to report the death 
“human error.” 

Contacted about the death on 
July 18, MCC-SF officials were re¬ 
luctant to discuss the incident, 
and even requested that the B.A.R. 
not write about it, citing concerns 
that the church’s neighbors would 
somehow use the story in an at¬ 
tempt to shut down their new six- 
bed shelter for homeless gay and 
lesbian youth. 

Over the last two years, some 
vocal Castro residents have repeat¬ 
edly opposed homeless shelter 
programs in the neighborhood. 

Some informed sources have 
suggested that shelter advocates 
had agreed not to discuss the 
death publicly. 

“I have chosen for myself not 
to talk about what 1 know,” said 
Castro resident Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca, who knew Oliver and has 
been a leading advocate for home¬ 
less queer youth shelters, “because 
I feel like the most important 
thing is that the shelter go on, be¬ 
cause the shelter is a good thing.” 

Was it an overdose? 

Until the medical examiner’s 
investigation is complete, it is not 
known whether an overdose of 
opiates - whether heroin, mor¬ 
phine, or prescription drugs - 
contributed to the death. The body 
has been cremated, at MCC’s ex¬ 
pense, though the Medical Exam¬ 
iner’s office has blood samples it 
will use in the investigation. 

However, the B.A.R. has 
learned that a 911 call from the 
church indicated that Oliver expe¬ 
rienced an overdose. 


According to San Francisco Fire 
Department spokesman Lieutenant 
Ed Campbell, someone called 911 
from the church on July 3 at 5:26 
a.m. and, based on information 
from the caller, “we dispatched it as 
an overdose, difficulty breathing.” 
Campbell emphasized, however, 
that this was based on the caller’s 
assessment, and “it may have been 
different once we got there.” 

Oliver had been transported by 
paramedics to the hospital in the 
early morning hours of Monday, 
July 3. 

Reliable sources report that it 
was Oliver’s long-estranged moth¬ 
er - whom the church referred to 
as “Sandy,” and whom Supervisor 
Mark Leno said had not seen her 
son since he was a year old - who 
gave consent to disconnect Oliv¬ 
er’s life support systems on July 6, 
at about 4:15 p.m. 

MCC-SF co-pastor Penny 
Nixon’s statement to the B.A.R. 
last week said that “at about 5 
a.m.” on Monday July 3, “a staff 
counselor called paramedics and 
[Oliver] was taken to the hospi¬ 
tal.” In the statement Nixon said 
that Oliver “died of cardiac arrest.” 

But according to Stephens, 
“Cardiac arrest is not a cause of 
death, it’s a mechanism, and does¬ 
n’t mean a thing.” 

“I don’t know, because I haven’t 
seen the report,” said Nixon, asked 
again on July 23 if she had heard 
that drugs were involved. “But 
clearly, yes, young people die of 
heart attacks, they have enlarged 
hearts and so on ...” 

“I had heard that [an overdose] 
was a possibility, but I don’t know 
that it was a fact,” said Leno. 

“I’m glad that MCC was there 
to offer him shelter,” added the su¬ 
pervisor, who has led efforts to es¬ 
tablish a city-funded transitional 
housing program for lesbian and 
gay youth. The program, to open in 
the fall at 2500 Market Street, will 
offer homeless youth a wide range 
of services, including referrals to 
drug treatment programs, but will 
not operate as a drop-in shelter.

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DPH’s quarter 
million dollar flop 


IV contact tracing - or, as 
ipll federal officials renamed it 
I 8 in a 1998 “guidance” docu¬ 
ment, “partner counseling and re¬ 
ferral services (PCRS)” - doesn’t 
work. At least not in San Francisco. 

So acknowledged a city De¬ 
partment of Public Health epi¬ 
demiologist, speaking with the 
Bay Area Reporter earlier this 
month. Citing a lack of interest, 
officials have called an unexpect¬ 
ed halt to a “PCRS pilot project.” 

After 15 months and $290,000 
in federal money, the project had 
succeeded in identifying exactly one 
individual as being HIV-positive. 

Despite an extension in funding 
from the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention last fall, despite 
a DPH study published just last 
year concluding that “partner no¬ 
tification in San Francisco appears 
acceptable to diverse populations 
at risk,” and despite months of 
meticulous planning and training, 
the study limped along until it was 
finally put to an end. 

Final analyses are pending, but 
the problem, as reported by Dr. 
Willi McFarland, DPH’s director 
of HIV seroepidemiology at the 
recent 13th International AIDS 
Conference in Durban, South 
Africa, was simple: hardly any one 
who had recently seroconverted to 
HIV in the city over the last cou¬ 
ple of years was interested in 
handing over the names of their 
recent sex partners. 

First publicized in the October 
7, 1999 issue of the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, the PCRS study was mod¬ 
eled on techniques commonly used 
here with other sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases, and in other parts of 
the country with HIV cases as well. 

Despite assurances of strict 
confidentiality, the potential sub¬ 
jects - presumably mostly gay and 
bisexual males - said “thanks, but 
no thanks.” Nevertheless, even 
they helped to answer the central 
question which McFarland said 
was being posed: will it play in San 
Francisco? 

The researcher said that the 
project was not a failure, because 
it was actually a study: a test run 
of a newly refurbished, decades- 
old disease prevention method. 

And indeed, the study had a 
finding and this, to a researcher, 
makes it a success, although natu¬ 
rally it’s less useful when the theo¬ 
ry put forward falls flat. 

McFarland further asserted 
that the CDC specifically chose 
San Francisco to do the research 
precisely because of concerns that 
contract tracing wouldn’t work 
among gay people throughout the 
country. With the city’s typical 
HIV-positive person being gay, he 
said, it made sense to find out if it 
would sell here first. 

Naming names didn’t sell 

In the end, whether called con¬ 
tact tracing or PCRS, the disease 
control method involves putting 
names of potentially HIV-positive 
San Franciscans into the hands of 
government workers - and there’s 
the rub. 

The study had begun with no 
fanfare in the fall of 1998, after es¬ 
tablishing confidentiality proce¬ 
dures and providing testing coun¬ 
selors with supplementary train¬ 
ing on how to recruit volunteers 
from all the city’s publicly funded 
anonymous test sites and two early 


HIV care programs. The re¬ 
searchers said they hoped that in 
an era of greater legal protections 
from anti-gay and HIV discrimi¬ 
nation, as well as the fact that new 
therapies make knowledge of one’s 
HIV-status all the more impor¬ 
tant, voluntary HIV contact trac¬ 
ing would find a new audience. 

But locals can be a tough sell 
on privacy matters, it seems, and 
rather than gradually growing in 
numbers, the number of volun¬ 
teers increasingly shrank, and out¬ 
reach workers trained to track 
down the named - those unsus¬ 
pecting, sexually active citizens - 
presumably cooled their heels. 

DPH scientists, and their col¬ 
leagues with the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia at San Francisco say that 
what made contact tracing worth 
trying again was a recent advance 
in technology. Indeed, McFarland 
noted, the small study was the first 


of its kind to be conducted any¬ 
where, in that it employed a recent 
advance in HIV antibody testing. 

Called the de-tuned ELISA 
test, or the highly sensitive HIV 
antibody test, the new assay gives a 
groundbreaking new tool - show¬ 
ing whether people who have test¬ 
ed positive were infected within 
the last four months or more than 
four months prior to giving their 
blood sample. DPH officials had 
hoped that, due to this and other 
factors, people testing positive 
would be willing to volunteer any 
names of sex partners they had 
contact with in the last 120 days. 

And yet, while voluntary to the 
initial testees who were given a 
clear choice to either reveal names 
or take it upon themselves to no¬ 
tify any contacts they remem¬ 
bered, participation in PCRS was 
not voluntary for the sex partners

House OKs Ryan White 
Act reauthorization

T he U.S. House of Represen¬ 
tatives debated the Ryan 
White CARE Act for ap¬ 
proximately 40 minutes before a 
unanimous consent voice vote 
reauthorized AIDS services for 
five more years. The vote came 
shortly after midnight in the first 
few minutes of Wednesday, July 
26. The Senate passed a similar 
measure on June 6. The bills con¬ 
tain differences, both minor and 
significant, that will have to be 
worked out in conference, likely in 
September. 

“We are grateful that members 
of both parties recognized the im¬ 
portance of reauthorizing this suc¬ 
cessful program,” said Claudia 
French, acting executive director of 
the AIDS Action Council. She sin¬ 
gled out lead the sponsors, conser¬ 
vative Tom Coburn (R-Oklahoma) 
and liberal Henry Waxman, (D- 
California) for special praise. 

Winnie Stachelberg, political 
director of the Human Rights 
Campaign, joined in the praise. 
She called on Congress and the 
administration to resolve differ¬ 
ences between the two bills before 
Congress adjourns. 

One of the principal differ¬ 
ences is the “hold harmless” pro¬ 


vision in the formula for distrib¬ 
uting federal money. It limits how 
much any jurisdiction may lose as 
money is redistributed to meet 
changing demographics of the 
HIV epidemic. The Senate version 
limits it to 2 percent a year with a 
cap of 10 percent over the five- 
year life of the program. The 
House version has staggered loss¬ 
es that start at 2 percent and grow 
over time to allow a cumulative 
loss of up to 25 percent of fund¬ 
ing. 

“At the present time it appears 
that only the San Francisco area 
would be affected” by the House 
version, said Terje Anderson, exec¬ 
utive director of the National As¬ 
sociation of People With AIDS. 
But that may change, as other ju¬ 
risdictions may be affected as new 
surveillance data becomes avail¬ 
able based upqn HIV reporting 
rather than AIDS reporting. 

Currently, San Francisco gets 
about twice as much CARE Act 
money per AIDS patient than 
other cities. 

“We are providing care based 
on HIV” serostatus and not an 
AIDS defined diagnosis, said An¬ 
derson, so using AIDS data alone 
is inadequate. “But it is not clear 
that [an] HIV [definition] is a 
whole lot better.” At least AIDS 
measures those who need services, 


while an HIV system measures 
only those who “are aware enough 
of their risk to come forward for 
testing.” It says nothing about 
their need for services, which may 
be minimal or great. 

“San Francisco suffers because 
they are a first-wave city that got 
hit early in the epidemic,” said An¬ 
derson. “As this epidemic has 
grown in the rest of the country, 
their percentage, but not their raw 
numbers, has shrunk. And that is 
what the formula is based on.” 

“The second reason that they 
suffer is because they have public 
health systems that work. People in 
San Francisco are getting into care 
fairly effectively, and that means 
that they are less likely to get diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS,” he said. “No¬ 
body is getting too much money, 
there is unmet need out there.” 

The fear that some cities may 
receive less money disappears if 
funding for the entire Ryan White 
programs is increased sufficiently. 
Another factor that seems likely to 
ease financial pressures over the 
five years of the program is the 
likely widespread introduction of 
structured interruptions of thera¬ 
py. That could reduce the amount 
of drugs used by each patient and 
their total cost to programs such 
as the AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
gram. ▼

Military man Cliff Anchor dies at 63

M ilitary man, radio broad¬ 
caster, and gay rights ac¬ 
tivist Clifford James An¬ 
chor died at his home on the 
Russian River of complications 
from AIDS last Tuesday, July 18. 
He was 63. 

Born in Walton, Waterloo, 
England, August 20,1936, Mr. An¬ 
chor immigrated to Canada at the 
age of 17, and changed his name 
to Mike Erickson so that he could 
“strike out on his own.” 

In 1959 he met Dr. Thomas 
Dooley, a U.S. Navy doctor who 
was famous for his work in South¬ 
east Asia, and the two men be¬ 
came lovers. It was Mr. Anchor’s 
first love affair, although he said 
he had known from the age of 6 
that he was homosexual. 

Dooley died of cancer in 1961, 


and Mr. Anchor, 
then known as 
Erickson, was 
living in San 
Francisco where 
he worked for 
several radio sta¬ 
tions. In 1963 he 
helped to expose 
governmental homophobia in San 
Francisco when he broadcast a 
raid by San Francisco police offi¬ 
cers on a drag ball at California 
Hall, which included among its at¬ 
tendees many local dignitaries and 
clergy members. 

Anchor became a U.S. citizen 
in 1966, and joined the California 
National Guard in 1973. By that 
time he was living at his hilltop 
home above Monte Rio, from 
which he operated radio station 
KRJB-FM. It regaled locals with a 
mix of classical music, jazz, music 
from “Air Force Men in Blue,” a 


children’s story hour, interviews, 
European programs, international 
news, and editorials attacking lib¬ 
eral politicians and “left-wing” 
media. The programming quickly 
earned Anchor/Erickson a reputa¬ 
tion as a right-wing conservative. 

Robert Booth, whom Mr. An¬ 
chor considered an “adopted” son, 
described it as an “old time radio 
station.” He recalled fondly that it 
was the only station which fea¬ 
tured a part-coyote dog that 
howled on cue. 

“He was his own man in a lot 
of respects,” Booth said. 

In 1979, Mr. Anchor met 
Leonard Madovich, who had been 
kicked out of the Air Force for de¬ 
claring his homosexuality. Mat- 
lovich had moved to Guerneville 
and opened a pizzeria named 
“Stumptown Annie’s,” with a set¬ 
tlement he won from the Air

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Compassion lacking in GOP 


I nternet gadfly Matt Drudge announced 
to the world that Dick Cheney, the vice 
presidential pick of presumed Republi¬ 
can presidential nominee George W. Bush, 
has a lesbian daughter, but that doesn’t mean 
the GOP is any more inclusive of the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender communities 
than it was before Bush tapped Cheney to be 
his running mate. In fact, Cheney, who 
served as the defense secretary under Bush’s 
father, former President George Bush, is de¬ 
cidedly anti-gay, especially when it comes to 
homosexuals serving openly in the military. 

In spite of Cheney debunking the myth 
that gays were more susceptible to being a 
security risk in the military, and despite 
Cheney saying in 1991 when his top 
spokesman at the Pentagon was “outed” that 
someone’s sexual orientation is a private 
matter that has no bearing on a person’s 
professional capabilities, he steadfastly sup¬ 
ported the ban on gays in the military. 

Bush’s selection of Cheney was widely 
praised by most Republicans, and it gives 
Vice President A1 Gore more options in 
choosing his running mate, which he’s ex¬ 
pected to do before the Democrats convene 
in Los Angeles next month. 

If Bush wanted to illustrate his “compas¬ 
sionate conservatism,” he failed with his deci¬ 
sion to pick Cheney, who in his 10 years as 
Wyoming’s representative in Congress, pos¬ 
sessed one of the most solidly conservative 
records on Capitol Hill. And, Bush’s decision 
showed that the Texas governor is unable or 
unwilling to think outside the box, so to speak, 
particularly when it comes to a woman’s right 
to choose. Had he selected, for instance, Penn¬ 
sylvania Governor Tom Ridge, a pro-choice 
Catholic, the religious right would have gone 
bonkers and probably defected to the Reform 
Party (which likely will make homophobe Pat 
Buchanan its nominee). As California Demo¬ 
cratic Senator Barbara Boxer said Tuesday 
night on one of the television talk shows, Ch¬ 


eney is “well outside the mainstream.” While 
in Congress, he voted against the Equal 
Rights Amendment, and consistently 
opposed reproductive choice, even 
opposing funds for abortion in , 
cases of rape, incest, or where the 
pregnancy endangered the life of 
the mother. He voted against Head 
Start, a program for low-income children, 
and he opposed creation of the Education 
Department. 

That was back in the 1980s. 

Today, education is one of the 
major domestic issues of the 
2000 presidential campaign, and the conser¬ 
vative Supreme Court just struck down a Ne¬ 
braska law banning so-called partial birth 
abortions. Things have changed since 


Cheney was in Congress. 

For months, Bush has talked about the 
Republican Party being the party of in¬ 
clusion, yet he and Cheney strongly 
support a ban on gays serving openly 
in the military; and, if elected, the 
much-maligned “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” policy certainly won’t get any bet¬ 
ter. In fact, things could get worse. 
k The LGBT communities should¬ 
n’t be fooled by Cheney’s seem¬ 
ingly easygoing manner. While 
he may be a nice man, that po¬ 
liteness masks his ultra-conser¬ 
vative history. In some ways, that’s more dan¬ 
gerous than if he was a vocally anti-gay con¬ 
servative in the tradition of Newt Gingrich 
and Trent Lott. T 




Slivers of hope in Durban, 
apathy in San Francisco

O n my flight home from the recent 
13th International AIDS Conference 
held in Durban, South Africa, the 
words and the spirit of Nelson Mandela’s 
closing address reverberated in my con¬ 
sciousness. The organizers had pulled off a 
major coup holding the conference in one 
of the hardest hit areas in Africa. For a week, 
the world had no choice but to confront the 
immense proportions of the HIV/AIDS epi¬ 
demic in the developing world. Slivers of 
hope emerged from a commitment here, a 
promise there, and bits of new science. The 
clear message of the conference was that 
with sufficient resources, meaning $4-$ 10 
billion, the transmission rates of HIV in the 
developing world could be cut in half. 

In delivering his address, former South 
African President Nelson Mandela inspired 
and energized the delegates. He declared AIDS 
“one of the greatest threats humankind has 
ever faced.” Mandela directly denounced dis¬ 
crimination against people with HIV/AIDS, 
moving the audience to tears when he said, 
“People with this disease do not want stigma 
and discrimination, they want love.” 

He told a story that can only be under¬ 
stood in the context of the recently released 
statistic saying that perhaps half of South 
Africa’s teenagers will die of AIDS. Mandela 
spoke of meeting with two teenagers, one 
with AIDS and one a 15-year-old boy who 
has a form of terminal cancer that causes his 
bones to become progressively more brittle. 
For this boy, any sort of rough or careless 
handling causes excruciating pain. He asked 
Mandela, “What can you say to me?” Man¬ 
dela was troubled by the question, but after 
some time responded, “You are alive, you 
have a mind, your parents love you.” Man¬ 
dela then quoted Shakespeare to him, “Cow¬ 
ards die many times before their deaths. The 


valiant never taste of death but once.” 

From this impassioned charge to the 
youth of South Africa to live lives of courage 
when faced with death, I returned to San 
Francisco, and am appalled at the utter lack 
of such courage. Arriving here, I realized 
that I had left a place where everyone is 
fighting for life and came home to a place 
where indifference and apathy abound. In¬ 
stead of seeing activists angrily focused on 
pushing our government and our institu¬ 
tions to respond to the tragedy unfold¬ 
ing in the developing world, I re¬ 
turned to so-called activists tortur¬ 
ing scientists at the Department of 
Public Health over the premature 
release of new numbers suggesting 
that HIV incidence is rising. These 
new numbers verify what everyone 
knows intuitively to be 
true. Instead, researchers 
have been attacked as 
being homophobic or 
alarmist. Is there really any doubt that the 
number of new infections is not going 
down? The prevalence of HIV among gay 
men in San Francisco stands somewhere be¬ 
tween 25 and 30 percent of the population 
and has been at least that since I got here in 
1988. That is a sub-Saharan rate and the fact 
that the number maybe going up instead of 
down should be extremely alarming. 

Besides attacking the numbers, what is the 
visible response? Absurd games are played as 
people’s sex lives are publicly exposed. Snick¬ 
ering at hypocrisy is not responsibly ad¬ 
dressing either of the two key issues at hand. 

First, what is our responsibility to our¬ 
selves and to our community to slow or stop 
the rate of new infections? Years of success 
in slowing the spread of HIV in the gay 
community have ended. What has worked 
before may not work again. New answers 
are needed and we cannot count on others 
to supply them. Answers must come from 


within the community. 

Second, when are we going to acknowledge 
that our responsibility for those impacted by 
HIV does not stop with gay men? Gay men are 
not at the center of the fight against AIDS. The 
overwhelming majority of the people in the 
world with HIV are heterosexual and poor. 

The second issue has a much clearer an¬ 
swer. We know what can work in developing 
countries to slow the spread of HIV. Man¬ 
dela listed them in his speech: education 
campaigns, condom distribution programs, 
and drug interventions for mother to child 
transmission, to name a few. Why aren’t we 
demanding that Congress appro- 
priate real money to fight 
HIV/AIDS in the developing 
world? Jeffrey Sachs, a Harvard 
economist, addressed the con¬ 
ference chastening rich 
countries for their stingi¬ 
ness with the following 
statistic: “Since 1996, the 
capital gains from the runup in stock prices 
on American stock exchanges have totaled $6 
trillion.” And we cannot find the $4-$10 bil¬ 
lion to cut new infections in half? 

Those of us with HIV today in San Fran¬ 
cisco are, for the most part, very fortunate. 
Many of us have fully suppressed virus and 
can reasonably expect to live a fairly normal 
life. We have treatments and we have access to 
them, unlike the overwhelming majority of 
people with HIV in the world. How is it that 
our good luck frees us from any obligation to 
anyone else, be it negatives in our communi¬ 
ty or people in the developing world? We need 
new courage and renewed activism. Others 
acted to save our lives, now it is our turn. T

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CARE fund reduction would harm SF 

We are the executive committee of the HIV Con¬ 
tractors Association with over 50 agency members 
who serve virtually every CARE-eligible person with 
HIV/AIDS who access services in the city. The pur¬ 
pose of HCA is to represent and speak for member 
community-based organizations in matters relating 
to the delivery of HIV services, particularly those that 
are contracted by governmental agencies. 

We were surprised to read the Bay Area Reporter’s 
recent editorial (“Numbers Game at DPH,” July 13), 
which seems to provide ammunition to members of 
Congress who hope to dramatically reduce federal HIV 
service funding to San Francisco. Congress is currendy 
debating the reauthorization of the Ryan White CARE 
Act and literally millions of dollars for critical HIV ser¬ 
vices in San Francisco are at stake. Unfortunately, the 
BAR editorial seems to downplay the potential impact 
of a restructured CARE Act Tide I formula. 

We greatly disagree with this cavalier and ignorant 
view. The proposed restructuring of CARE Act for¬ 
mulas being debated in Congress will have serious im¬ 
pact on the city’s ability to provide services to people 
living with HIV. The U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives is poised to pass a bill that would 
reduce San Francisco’s Title I formula 
award by 25 percent by 2005, a cut of over 
$4.5 million. 

A loss of such magnitude would greatly 
undermine and destabilize San Francis¬ 
co’s system of care and would undoubt¬ 
edly result in reductions in critical ser¬ 
vices, such as primary care visits, sub¬ 
stance abuse and mental health treatment, food de¬ 
livery programs, case management, housing slots, and 
a variety of other services. To suggest that even the 
largest of local agencies that depend on CARE Act 
funding could absorb this level of cut is both inaccu¬ 
rate and misleading. The city’s HIV/AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations currently utilize every dollar in CARE 
funding possible to provide direct services to people 
living with HIV/AIDS and the CARE Act itself re¬ 
quires that service providers utilize no more than 10 
percent of their grant for administrative purposes. 
The large funding cuts contemplated by the U.S. 
House of Representatives could therefore only come 
from direct services. 

We should be unified as a community around the 
common goal of ensuring that San Francisco’s deli¬ 
cate system of care for people living with HIV is not 
destabilized. San Francisco needs more services for 
people living with HIV and AIDS, not fewer. To give 
any other impression is both false and dangerous.

To respond to recent questions about my integrity 
as a community organizer, as an HIV-positive gay man, 

I have decided not to always use condoms when having 
anal sex with other positive men. I have never advocat¬ 
ed - and will never advocate - that serodiscordant (one 
poz/one neg) couples have unprotected anal sex. I al¬ 
ways inform my partners of my status up front and to¬ 
gether we decide what kind of sex we want to have. 

In my professional life, as the manager of Positive 
Force, a program of the Stop AIDS Project, I never 
said that I practiced safe sex 100 percent of the time. 

I do say that people need to talk about what they’re 
doing, know the consequences of their actions, and 
proceed with caution. 

My commitment is to work within our community, 
with other positive men, to help end this epidemic. Pos¬ 
itive Force, which was created by and for positive men, 
is an important step toward involving a community that 
had been ignored in HIV prevention. In our commu¬ 
nity forums we create a supportive and safe space for 
gay men to talk truthfully with one another about sex. 
Tactics that are based on shame, guilt, and blame have 
never proven to be effective prevention efforts. 

If you are an HIV-positive gay or bisexual man and 
want to join us to help prevent new infections, come 
to our next Positive Force event, the “Dating Game,” 
co-sponsored by Bay Area Young Positives, tonight 
(Thursday, July 27), at 7 p.m. at the Women’s Build¬ 
ing, 3543 18th Street at Valencia.

We emphasize with our drivers the importance 
of our company’s policy to remain on script and to 
refrain from freelance comments that are inappropri¬ 
ate. As I disclosed to Mr. Evans, I have taken appro¬ 
priate actions to reinforce this policy. 

I also indicated to Mr. Evans that we plan to up¬ 
date our city tour tape for next season and will be ex¬ 
ploring appropriate facts and information to be in¬ 
cluded relative to all sections of the city including the 
Castro District. Currently, the taped portion of our 
city tour contains the following with regard to the 
Castro District, which could be interpreted as some¬ 
what lacking: 

“We are currently heading toward the Castro Dis¬ 
trict, the center of gay life in the city. You will note that 
many residences and places of business fly a multi¬ 
colored rainbow flag to show their diversity. The com¬ 
merce and culture caters primarily to the gay popula¬ 
tion living in the city, though by no means is it a gay- 
only neighborhood. The activism born out of the gay 
pride movement in San Francisco has led to increased 
political clout both in local and national politics. Cas¬ 
tro Street, coming up on our left, is the main street of 
the gay commercial district and is filled with interest¬ 
ing shops, bars, and restaurants. The beautifully re¬ 
stored beaux arts Castro Theatre shows revival and 
international films, and features live organ music 
played on a mighty Wurlitzer that rises up from the 
floor. The talented organist always ends his set with 
‘San Francisco,’ the rousing theme from the 1936 clas¬ 
sic with Clark Gable and Jeanette McDonald that 
chronicles the 1906 quake.”

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State voters face 
shortened Nov. ballot

j|l lthough the November 7 

11 | general election ballot will 
list every elective office 
from president of the United 
States to county supervisor, the 
usual long list of state proposi¬ 
tions has been shortened this year. 
Only eight state ballot measures 
will be listed on the ballot, though 
there will be several county 
propositions to be decided by 
San Francisco voters, 
placed there either by the 
Board of Supervisors or 
by the initiative process. 

Other counties likely will 
have their own ballot 
measures as well. 

California Secre¬ 
tary of State 
Bill Jones re¬ 
cently assigned 
numbers to the 
eight state ballot measures that 
voters will decide on in Novem¬ 
ber. They are: 

• Proposition 32: A $500 mil¬ 
lion bond issue for veterans’ home 
loans. 

• Proposition 33: A constitu¬ 
tional amendment allowing legis¬ 
lators to participate in the state 
pension plan. 

• Proposition 34: A campaign 
finance reform measure. 

• Proposition 35: An initiative 
constitutional amendment allow¬ 
ing private contracting of state en¬ 
gineering and architectural ser¬ 
vices. 

• Proposition 36: An initiative 
law requiring probation and treat¬ 
ment for certain nonviolent drug 
possession convictions. 

• Proposition 37: An initiative 
constitutional amendment that 
redefines certain fees as taxes, sub¬ 
jecting increases in them to the 
two-thirds vote requirement. 

• Proposition 38: An initiative 
constitutional amendment pro¬ 
viding taxpayer-financed vouch¬ 
ers that can be used at private 
schools. 

• Proposition 39: An initiative 
constitutional amendment and 
statute that lowers the voter 
threshold for local school con¬ 
struction bonds from two-thirds 
to 55 percent. 

While there may not be a lot 
on the ballot, a couple proposi¬ 
tions may end up being somewhat 
controversial, namely the school 
voucher plan. Additionally, a bal¬ 
lot measure similar to Proposition 
39 was narrowly defeated by vot¬ 
ers in March. 

Politics and people 

With the Republican National 
Convention set to start this Mon¬ 
day in Philadelphia and with 
George W. Bush already having 
announced the choice of his ultra¬ 
conservative, right-wing, pro-life, 
anti-gay vice presidential running 
mate, former Defense Secretary 
Richard Cheney, some of the del¬ 
egates to the upcoming convention 
are reportedly already complaining 
that the Republican confab 
promises to be about “as exciting as 
watching paint dry,” and most are 
hoping that the Philly party circuit 
will keep them interested. 

Though a recent Associated 
Press poll found that nearly half of 
the delegates to the Republican 
convention were willing, if not en¬ 
thusiastic, of accepting a vice pres¬ 
idential nominee who is pro- 
choice, in the end George W. pre¬ 


dictably took the “safe route” 
(mustn’t upset the religious right 
and give Pat Buchanan another 
issue with which to go after Bush). 

Doesn’t sound very exciting to 
me, but apparently one of the 
hottest GOP party (as in “party”) 
tickets awaiting the 3,000-plus 
delegates is one being hosted by 
an obscure Ohio congressman at 
the Philadelphia television station 
studio where the 1960s American 
Bandstand television dance show 
was produced. The main 
attraction? None other 
than the 1960s (or was 
it the 1950s) “twist” 
originator Chubby 
Checker! Yep. Oh, 
and even Ted Nu¬ 
gent! 

Another party said

members, including their Ricky 
Martin lookalike nephew George 
P., and possibly, though not likely, 
even a quick in-person appear¬ 
ance by former First lady Nancy 
Reagan.

The main event of this week’s 
Grand Old Party’s party will be 
Dubya’s acceptance speech on 
Thursday, August 3, the closing 
night. Arizona Representative Jim 
Kolbe , is slated to make history by 
being the first openly gay person 
to speak at a GOP convention; his 
speech is scheduled for Tuesday 
evening, according to the Log 
Cabin Republicans. 

As for the upcoming Democra¬ 
tic National Convention in Los An¬ 
geles (August 14-17), those plan¬ 
ning to attend are saying that one 
of the most sought-after invites - 
and you won’t get in without one - 
is the ball that Governor Gray 
Davis is throwing at the Conga 
Room, an “in” club owned by Jen¬ 
nifer Lopez. Not to be outdone, 
however, Representative Loretta 
Sanchez (D-Orange County) 
could outshine many of the sched¬ 
uled Democratic parties with the 
soiree she’s giving at the Playboy 
Mansion (and how politically cor¬ 


rect is that?). The really high- 
rolling, deep-pocket Democratic 
party officials and delegates will 
likely be drawn to the promised 
big-dollar concert that superstar 
Barbra Streisand promises to 
hold for the Al Gore campaign. 

USA Today , running a front¬ 
page story last week on the fash¬ 
ion styles of Al Gore and George 
W. Bush (“Take A Casual Look at 
Who’s Suited for Office”) ran fea¬ 
ture photos of the two nominees, 
President Clinton, and our very 
own Mayor Willie Brown, 
dressed in a smart Brioni suit 
from Wilkes Bashford, with the 
photo caption reading: “showing 
how it’s done.” Good going, Mr. 
Mayor. 

One of the hot rumors around 
town this week has state Senator 
John Burton eyeing the mayor’s 
job and Assemblyman Kevin 
Shelley planning to run for dis¬ 
trict attorney the next time 
around; both Burton and Shelley 
will be termed out of Sacramento 
by then and there surely will be a 
long list of mayoral candidates to 
succeed Mayor Brown (the name 
Carole Migden comes quickly to 
mind) and likely many eager to 
take on the battered Terence Hal- 
linan, who is reportedly already 
saying he wants a third term. The 
mayoral race should be fun and 
just about anyone who has a law 
license should be able to take out 
Hallinan (I know of at least one 
popular judge being urged to 
make that race as well). 

Former Supervisor Carol 
Ruth Silver plans to run for supe 
in District 6 while another former 
supe, Richard Hongisto, tells me 
he’s running in District 8. 

Incidentally, some of those 
who knew the late Harvey Milk 
had to be wondering what was up 
with the Milk Club’s political ac¬ 
tion committee recommending all 
those straight candidates for supe 
against the highly qualified gay 
and lesbian candidates in districts 
3, 5, and 6 - it was Harvey Milk’s 
philosophy that “we have to elect 
our own qualified candidates to 
public office.” 

In Vermont, openly gay state 
Auditor Ed Flanagan has a real 
chance of winning that state’s Sep¬ 
tember Democratic primary for 
U.S. senator and would then be¬ 
come his party’s nominee in No¬ 
vember against Senator Jim Jef¬ 
fords, a moderate Republican in¬ 
cumbent who sometimes sup¬ 
ports gay causes. The question 
worrying many gay and lesbian 
political activists around the 
country is whether the Human 
Rights Campaign - the largest gay 
political organization in the coun¬ 
try - will support gay Democrat 
Flanagan over Jeffords, should 
Flanagan win the September pri¬ 
mary. In 1998, HRC endorsed in¬ 
cumbent GOP U.S. Senator Al 
D’Amato, a johnny-come-lately 
supporter of gay rights, over chal¬ 
lenger (and eventual winner) Rep¬ 
resentative Charles Schumer, a 
longtime backer of gay causes. 
Some gay activists fear that HRC 
will make the same mistake this 
year and endorse the GOP incum¬ 
bent in Vermont over Flanagan, a 
man with a chance of making his¬ 
tory as being the first-ever openly 
gay elected U.S. senator, and giv¬ 
ing the Republicans one more 
vote with which to keep Trent 
Lott, a sworn enemy of gay rights, 
as Senate majority leader.

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Goodbye GVO

Jpll n the door to my office there 

^ is a worn, single-page fax 
Hyp featuring a typewritten quo¬ 
tation by the anthropologist Mar¬ 
garet Mead. “Never doubt that a 
small group of thoughtful, com¬ 
mitted citizens can change the 
world; indeed, it is the only thing 
that ever has.” 

It was sent to me years ago at 
the height of my despair over a 
confrontation between the 
group I was then involved in, 
the Log Cabin Republicans, 
and the Texas GOP. Next 
to the quote is a hand¬ 
written note: “From: 

GVO” 

GVO was Gary Van 
Ooteghem, who died 
in early July at the 
age of 58. If you had¬ 
n’t heard of him, 
that’s not surprising. He didn’t 
often make the news. But he was 
part of a generation, largely lost to 
us now, that worked tirelessly so 
our lives would be more livable. 

He had an idea: gay men and 
women ought to be free, equal, 
and unashamed. That idea seems 
unexceptional in this day of “civil 
unions” and Will & Grace. Yet it 
was anything but unexceptional in 
Texas in the mid-1970s, when a 
Houston mayor proposed to take 
care of the homosexual problem 
by “shoot[ing] the queers.” 

In 1975, GVO became an assis¬ 
tant treasurer for Harris County, 
which encompasses Houston. No 
sooner had he taken the job than 
he was in trouble, a recurrent fact 
of life for him. County officials 
fired him when they learned he 
had publicly advocated gay equali¬ 
ty. Riled at the injustice, he sued the 
county for wrongful termination 
and won a judgment. It was the be¬ 
ginning of a quarter-century of 
contentious, often seemingly hope¬ 
less, agitation for gay civil rights. 

The 1970s were fecund years 
for the national gay movement, 
both ideologically and organiza¬ 
tionally. GVO was at the center of 
much of it. He was the first male 
co-chair of the Gay Rights Na¬ 
tional Lobby and an early co-chair 
of the National Gay Task Force, 
for example. 

But GVO’s greatest contribu¬ 
tions came in his own corner of 
southeast Texas, where there is 


hardly an institution of gay life he 
did not touch. He co-founded the 
Texas Human Rights Foundation, 
which to this day provides legal 
representation to Texans subjected 
to anti-gay discrimination on the 
job and elsewhere. He was found¬ 
ing president of Houston’s first gay 
political organization. He also 
founded the city’s gay business and 
professional organization. 

More recently, he served as the 
chair of the local Ryan White 
Planning Council, which distrib¬ 
utes more than $15 million an¬ 
nually to HIV- and AIDS-re¬ 
lated service providers. 
And he served on the 
board of a local group for 
gay youth. The list goes on 
and on. 

GVO had an accountant’s 
eye for organization, 
and that included 
the organization of 
mass demonstra¬ 
tions. When Anita Bryant brought 
her anti-gay crusade to Houston, 
she was greeted with a massive, 
but entirely peaceful, protest mo¬ 
bilized by GVO. The city had 
never seen anything like it: large 
numbers of gays marching in the 
streets in open defiance of the 
shame they were supposed to feel. 
When Matthew Shepard was 
killed, GVO organized a moving 
candlelight vigil that brought to¬ 
gether every part of the political 
spectrum, from a liberal Democ¬ 
ratic congresswoman to the con¬ 
servative head of the county GOP. 

I knew him best through the 
Houston chapter of LCR, which he 
built almost from scratch. GVO 
wasn’t really a Republican (he was¬ 
n’t ideological at all, in the narrow 
sense). But he played one, because 
he understood instinctively that 
our civil rights would never be se¬ 
cure until they became a biparti¬ 
san cause. So he organized, and he

noted. 

Oliver, a troubled, homeless 
25-year-old man abandoned by 
his birth family, volunteered as a 
sign language interpreter for the 
church, and he sang in its choir. 

“I knew him, and he was 
bright, charming, and resilient,” 
said Leno. “He was wonderfully 
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Vhat is compassion? 

It is not mere sympathy, 
or something of pity. 
Compassion and caring is a 
sense of responsibility, 
wanting to do something and 
wanting to share with others. 
We all have a responsibility 
to shape the future of humanity. 
Let us all contribute 
s much as we can. 
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faxed, and he spoke, and he block- 
walked, and he schemed, and he 
placed little colored dots on 
precinct maps, and he stood up at 
meetings of fundamentalist Re¬ 
publicans and told them he was 
gay and he wasn’t going away and 
they were going to like it. 

When the Texas GOP denied 
LCR an information booth at the 
state convention in 1998, GVO or¬ 
ganized a protest against the 
party’s action. He knew we would 
face a hostile crowd and diligently 
prepared us for it. The anti-gay 
counter-protesters showed up, as 
he expected, and the TV cameras 
rolled. The event made national 
news, shining a harsh light on the 
party’s implacable bigotry. 

There’s no reason to idealize 
GVO: he was quarrelsome and at 
times maddeningly paranoid. 
More times than I care to remem¬ 
ber, I wanted to smack him. He 
was no saint, but neither are 
saints. 

I don’t know if it’s really true 
that a small group of thoughtful, 
committed citizens can change the 
world. It’s a hypothesis, maybe a 
kind of faith. It can be dangerous¬ 
ly messianic. But it seems to me a 
nobler and richer hypothesis on 
which to base a life’s work than its 
opposite - that we are all the help¬ 
less subjects of forces beyond our 
control. There are enough people 
in the world who live the lives of 
despair such a world-view brings. 

GVO, for his part, never doubt¬ 
ed he could change things for the 
better. Such are the people who 
get things done. They fail more 
frequently than they succeed, but 
the risk of failure is the price of a 
life lived well.

generous, and a bright spirit.” 

Several others who knew Oliv¬ 
er have strongly suggested that he 
had a history of using street drugs. 
Mitchell Thompson, director of a 
city-funded queer youth program 
in the Castro, had repeatedly re¬ 
ferred Oliver to drug treatment 
programs over the last several 
years, adding that he had made re¬ 
peated pleas to officers from the 
San Francisco Police Department 
to shut down several known “drug 
houses” operating in the neigh¬ 
borhood, though he was not 
aware of Oliver making purchases 
from any of them. 

Thompson, who refers home¬ 
less young adults from his pro¬ 
gram at the Eureka Valley Recre¬ 
ation Center on Collingwood 
Street to the MCC-SF’S shelter 
one block away, said that Tawnee 
Walling, assistant to MCC-SF pas¬ 
tor Jim Mitulski, had attempted to 
resuscitate Oliver prior to the ar¬ 
rival of the paramedics. 

Walling, who like her employer 
has been a leading proponent for 
the establishment of a queer youth 
shelter in the Castro, did not re¬ 
spond to a request for further de¬ 
tails, though Leno and Nixon con¬ 
firmed that Mitulski’s assistant 
was present. 

It is not known how much 
time transpired between the first 
recognition of the crisis, the 5:26 
a.m. call to 911, and the arrival of 
the paramedics. 

“Clearly, it was some kind of 
medical emergency,” offered Nixon, 
when told of the presumed “over¬ 
dose” recorded in the SFFD logs. 

Nixon said she had “absolutely 
nothing to hide or cover up. I 
haven’t seen an autopsy report.” ▼ 
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Journalists’ ‘bible’ 
makes positive changes

T he Associated Press (AP) 
Stylebook is used by the ma¬ 
jority of journalists as the 
gold standard for proper news re¬ 
porting form and accurate termi¬ 
nology. 

GLAAD and GenderPac, a 
transgender lobby group, met 
with AT Stylebook editors and se¬ 
nior staff earlier this year to dis¬ 
cuss revisions in terminology 
when covering lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender issues. A sig¬ 
nificant addition has now been 
made in the new edition of the 
stylebook under the entry for 
“gay.” Under “sex change,” the use 
of pronouns is clarified. 

For the “gay” entry, the new 
edition has the added sentence, 
“Avoid references to gay, homo¬ 
sexual or alternative ‘lifestyle.’” 

This addition will affect how 
many stories about the lesbian 
and gay community will be writ¬ 
ten. By recommending not using 
the word “lifestyle,” AP is helping 
to prevent reporters from giving 
the false representation that being 
a lesbian or a gay man is a matter 
of choice or something less than 
genuine. Dropping the word “al¬ 
ternative” does the same. 

For the “sex change” entry, re¬ 
porters are instructed to use the 
pronouns preferred by the indi¬ 
vidual who is referenced. This 
clarification in the stylebook will 


help ensure transgender persons 
can have themselves identified 
correctly and not be subjected to 
the sometimes erroneous or even 
prejudicial judgment of the re¬ 
porter. 

Please thank AP for making 
these important changes and en¬ 
courage it to continue revising 
the stylebook.

One city, two 
newspapers, two opinions 

Since July 4, West Virginia 
newspapers have been covering 
the continuing investigations into 
the beating death of J.R. Warren, a 
gay African American. Two 17- 
year-olds are in custody for mur¬ 
der. 

Although there had been dis¬ 
cussion of classifying the murder 
as a hate crime, either for race or 
sexual orientation, and several 
groups were urging such a classifi¬ 
cation, authorities announced July 
14 that the two suspects would be 
charged with first-degree murder 
without a hate crime identifica¬ 
tion. 

Prior to that, two editorials ran 
in Charleston newspapers. Both 
write about hate crime. 


While the July 6 Charleston 
Gazette quotes Marion County 
Sheriff Ron Watkins as saying 
Warren’s murder wasn’t a hate 
crime, the newspaper calls on au¬ 
thorities outside of the sheriff’s 
department to make sure, writing: 
“We hope the sheriff is cor¬ 
rect that this horror wasn’t a 
hate crime - but there’s 
a possibility it was mo¬ 
tivated either by the 
victim’s skin color or 
sexual orientation.” 
That seems reasonable 
- keeping the options 
open for more investi¬ 
gation. 

On the other hand, 
the July 12 Charleston 
Daily Mail s editorial reduces peo¬ 
ple’s desire for a hate crime inves¬ 
tigation to being a “gay agenda” 
political ploy. “[The people] are 
using the death of Warren to pur¬ 
sue their own agenda. Pressure 
groups want the 17-year-olds to 
be charged with a hate crime, not 
because Warren was black, but be¬ 
cause he was gay.” This character¬ 
ization plays on trying to divide 
communities. The black commu¬ 
nity expressed the same concerns 
about the possibility of a hate 
crime as did the gay community. 
To try to pit the two communities 
against each other is divisive. 

Also included in the editorial is 
the argument that murder is mur¬ 
der and no hate crime enhance¬ 
ment is needed. (West Virginia 



legislators recently voted down a 
hate crime bill to include sexual 
orientation.) To support its ap¬ 
parent position of not needing a 
sexual orientation designation for 
hate crime, the newspaper uses 
Warren’s murder - just what it is 
accusing others of doing. And 
while doing so, it tries to squelch 
others who are simply questioning 
the overwhelming obvious com¬ 
bination of four factors that are 
common in hate crimes - race, 
sexual orientation, the brutal na¬ 
ture of the murder, and the age of 
the alleged killers. Is that logical 
questioning by people a political 
agenda or just a quest for the truth 
as desired by the Charleston 
Gazette ? 

Please let the Daily Mail know 
it should re-evaluate its take on 
why people, including Warren’s 
parents, wanted a hate crime in¬ 
vestigation.

unteer indicated that the sexual 
contact involved less-than-safe 
sexual acts, the outreach worker 
would make an especially aggres¬ 
sive effort to track down and alert 
the named contact. 

“From September 1998 to De¬ 
cember 1999,267 newly identified 
HIV-positive clients were diag¬ 
nosed,” said the DPH/UCSF/CDC 
abstract provided to the city’s HIV 
Prevention Planning Council on 
July 13 by McFarland. “Seventy- 
six (29 percent) recently serocon- 
verted. Of HIV-positive clients, 70 
percent said they would inform 
partners by themselves. Only five 
(1.9 percent) used the provider- 
directed partner notification ser¬ 
vices.” 

Based on an interim analysis 
from McFarland, the B.A.R. report 
last October noted that there had 
been four volunteers - to date, 
subtraction produces a grand total 
of a single volunteer who gave up 
one or more names in the inter¬ 
vening months. 

“The five cases [through 1999] 
disclosed eight potentially ex¬ 
posed partners, of whom we were 
able to contact five,” the recent re¬ 
port stated. 

“We identified one previously 
unknown HIV-infected person” 
via PCRS/contact tracing meth¬ 
ods, the abstract noted, further 
observing that they had “no 
means to verify” that people test¬ 
ing positive notified their partners 
on their own. 

According to Dr. Sandy Schwar- 
cz, director of AIDS surveillance at 
DPH, in addition to the negligible 
level of interest in the gay commu¬ 
nity, the study was hobbled by a 
problem with the manufacturer of 
the new experimental HIV test 
used in the study, Abbott Pharma¬ 
ceuticals. Schwarcz, who was the 
lead author on the study, stated 
that due to a federal regulatory 
concern with a different Abbott 
product, shipments of their HIV 
test kits were unreliable, contribut¬ 
ing to their decision to call it quits. 

Still, DPH has not entirely 
abandoned the concept of PCRS 
HIV contact tracing. 

“It’s not a time to back-burner 
this,” said Steven Tierney, HIV 
prevention director at DPH, “but 
a time to be more creative and 
find new ways to reach people in 
the community.” 

The CDC did not return a call 
for comment by press time. ▼

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Out of the way 

Anti-transgender magazine survey 
hits mailboxes around the country

I t was just a marketing survey, 
really. The publishers of Out 
magazine sent postcards to 
subscribers, seeking readers’ 
opinions on three benign ques¬ 
tions. The survey then concluded 
with a fourth question, “Should 
transgenders be a part of the gay 
rights movement?” (check yes or 
no box). 

Perhaps it should have been 
expected, now that Out is owned 
by the Advocate , the same publi¬ 
cation that hosts Norah Vincent’s 
column, which recently asked 
transgenders why they mutilate 
themselves instead of being a 
“radical” gender-bender like her¬ 
self (a shaved-head Sinead O’¬ 
Connor clone who couldn’t be 
mistaken for a man if she tried). 

But predictable or not, the sur¬ 
vey question was indeed insult¬ 
ing, and offended everyone from 
transgender activists to average 
gays and lesbians with the sense 
enough to recognize bigotry 
when they see it. 

“Gender rights are not trans¬ 
gender rights they’re human 


rights and they’re for all of us,” 
Riki Anne Wilchins, executive di¬ 
rector of Gender PAC told the Bay 
Area Reporter. Gender PAC is the 
national organization working to 
guarantee every American’s civil 
right to express their gender ori¬ 
entation free of stereotypes, dis¬ 
crimination, and violence. “Each 
one of us has a gender orienta¬ 
tion, and when we express it in 
ways that transcend narrow 
stereotypes we are the target of 
harassment and violence.” 

To make gender rights up for 
debate in the gay press, in other 
words, is absurd, considering the 
fact that gender expression is 
what makes most gays and les¬ 
bians a target of hatred. 

“When gays, lesbians, and bi¬ 
sexuals are picked out on the 
street they are most often targeted 
because they’re the ones who are 
‘visibly queer,’ because they don’t 
fit the definition of their gender,” 
said Wilchins. “To say gender does 
not belong in a gay and lesbian 
movement is not only to ignore 
the reality of queer lives but also 
to dishonor the gays, lesbians, bi¬ 
sexuals, and transgender people 
who, because of their gender, have 


been the visible face of a queer 
movement shown an often hostile 
straight world.” 

“It’s really disappointing,” 
agreed David Elliot, spokesman 
for the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force. “Transgender people 
are an inseparable part of the 
GLBT movement. We can’t go 
back to the day where trans, bi, or 
lesbian people are left behind. 
Let’s not forget it was but a gen¬ 
eration ago that our movement 
was dominated by the G’s; it was 
sexist, racist, biphobic, and trans¬ 
phobic, and we’re not going back 
there again.” 

Out magazine did not return 
several phone calls - both to the 
editorial and circulation depart¬ 
ments - on why the question was 
in the survey. But even if the mag¬ 
azine pleads “opening the debate,” 
the very fact that it was included 
on the postcard raises eyebrows. 

“Try to imagine a gay move¬ 
ment where middle-class white 
gay men are voting on whether 
African Americans or lesbians 
should be allowed,” said Wilchins. 
“Gender is at the heart of gayness. 
No votes are going to erase that or 
consecrate it.” ▼ 


Louisiana sodomy law upheld

E arlier this month, the 
Louisiana Supreme Court 
upheld that state’s sodomy 
law. Unlike several state laws that 
only apply to homosexual sex, the 
195-year-old Louisiana law 
makes oral and anal sex between 
consenting adults illegal regard¬ 
less of the gender or marital sta¬ 
tus of the people involved. Those 
who violate the law could be re¬ 
ceive a five-year prison term. 

According to Justice Chet 
Traylor, who sided with the 
court’s 5-2 majority, “Commis¬ 
sion of what the legislature de¬ 
termines as an immoral act, even 
if consensual and private, is an 
injury against society itself.” The 
two dissenting judges, Chief Jus¬ 
tice Pascal Calogero Jr. and Jus¬ 


tice Harry Lemmon, claimed that 
the law was an intrusion into the 
homes and private lives of the 
state’s citizens. According to 
Lemmon, “The only apparent 
purpose of the prohibition is to 
dictate the type of sex that is ac¬ 
ceptable to legislators.” He stated 
further that a law that regulates 
private citizens’ sexual behavior 
in their own homes “is an intru¬ 
sion by the legislative branch 
that is constitutionally intolera¬ 
ble.” 

The July 7 verdict is the out¬ 
come of a case in which a lower 
court convicted a man of having 
oral sex with a woman. That rul¬ 
ing was reversed by the state’s 4th 
Circuit Court of Appeals in Feb¬ 
ruary. A state judge determined 
that the law was unconstitutional 
in March, and the state appealed 
the verdict to the Louisiana 


Supreme Court, which reinstated 
the conviction and the man’s 
three-year suspended sentence. 

The recent Louisiana verdict 
follows a decision by a Texas ap¬ 
peals court last month that over¬ 
turned that state’s sodomy law. 
The Texas decision resulted from 
a 1998 case in which two Hous¬ 
ton men were arrested for having 
sex in one of the men’s homes 
after an acquaintance called the 
police regarding a burglary. The 
Texas court did not rule on the 
sexual behavior itself, but rather 
declared that the law was uncon¬ 
stitutional because it applied only 
to partners of the same sex. The 
state has not yet announced 
whether it will appeal the ruling; 
Texas Governor and presidential 
candidate George W. Bush has 
said that he opposes repeal of the 
140-year-old law. T

DC vigil for murdered 
W. Virginia gay man

H undreds gathered to remem¬ 
ber Arthur “JR” Warren Jr. at 
i 1 a candlelight vigil last 
Thursday, July 20 in Washington, 
D.C. The brilliantly lit Capitol 
dome offered a dramatic backdrop 
for calls to pass federal hate crimes 
legislation, at the event organized 
by the Human Rights Campaign. 

Warren, 26, was kicked and 
stomped to death on July 4 near 
his home in Grant Town, West 
Virginia. The perpetrators took 
turns driving a car over his body 
to make it look like a car accident. 
Many believe that he was killed 
because he was black and gay, 
while local police say that the 
killers’ motives remain unclear. 

Two white 17-year-olds al¬ 
legedly confessed and have been 
charged with first-degree murder. 
Their names were not released be¬ 
cause of their ages. 

“This kind of overkill is very 
typical of hate crimes,” said Eliza¬ 
beth Birch, executive director of 
HRC. “Those committing the 
crimes are not just hurting a single 
human being, they are unleashing 
a torrent of rage to send a terrify¬ 
ing message to a number of com¬ 
munities. It is a kind of domestic 
terrorism.” She called on the 
House of Representatives to “fol¬ 
low the wisdom of the Senate” and 
pass hate crimes legislation. 

“Killings are deterred by strong 
enforcement of the laws,” said 
Eleanor Holmes Norton, the non¬ 
voting delegate to Congress from 
the District of Columbia. “But first 
there must be law. There is some 
law in West Virginia and in the fed¬ 
eral statutes, but the law does not 
cover all of who JR was. Thus any 
prosecution is likely to go forward 
with one hand tied behind the 


prosecutor’s back.” She said that 
Congress is “morally compelled” to 
act on hate crimes legislation. 

“I remember watching on tele¬ 
vision the vigil for Matthew Shep¬ 
ard and thinking, why is there no 
one from my party from the Unit¬ 
ed States Senate there? Arid I won¬ 
dered secondly, what is it that I 
can do?” Senator Gordon Smith 
(R-Oregon) told the crowd. 

Smith became a principal 
sponsor of hate crimes legislation. 
“While our version may not be 
perfect, it does have the ability to 
change hearts and minds. I believe 
that when things like this happen, 
on the Fourth of July, the federal 
government has a reason to show 
up and defend an American citi¬ 
zen.” 

In a related matter, the FBI an¬ 
nounced that they are opening an 
independent parallel investigation 
into Warren’s death. They will 
have jurisdiction under existing 
federal law if they determine that 
the crime was racially motivated. 

Wade Henderson, executive di¬ 


rector of the Leadership Confer¬ 
ence on Civil Rights, said the coali¬ 
tion group of major organizations 
concerned with civil rights is 
launching a United Against Hate 
grassroots mobilization to pass hate 
crimes legislation in this session of 
Congress. Information is available 
at www.UnitedAgainstHate.org. 

Elizabeth Toledo, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, reminded 
those attending the vigil that West 
Virginia Senator Robert Byrd was 
the only Democrat to vote against 
hate crimes legislation when it 
passed the Senate last month. 

Warren’s mother, Brenda War¬ 
ren, thanked God and those gath¬ 
ered for their support. “I have no 
hate tonight,” she told the crowd, 
“I don’t see color, all I see is the 
love.” 

She said they opened the cas¬ 
ket at Warren’s funeral “to let peo¬ 
ple see what hate does. Hate kills. 
No one - no one - should ever 
have to bear that... Please, please, 
let this be the last time.” ▼ 


Pentagon tackles 
DADT again

T! 


I he Pentagon released two re¬ 
ports on “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” at a July 21 news confer¬ 
ence. One professed that there was 
no pervasive anti-gay atmosphere 
at Fort Campbell where Private 
First Class Barry Winchell was 
murdered last July. The other out¬ 
lined an “Action Plan” to strengthen 
training, evaluation, and account¬ 
ability associated with the policy. 

The inspector general’s report 
on Fort Campbell, Kentucky 
pinned the blame for Winchell’s 
murder on the two soldiers who 
did the deed, and on a senior 
sergeant who abused his responsi¬ 
bilities through poor leadership 
and by asking Winchell if he was 
gay. The soldiers were tried and 
convicted and are serving time for 
the crime; the sergeant has been 
reduced in rank. No officers were 
found responsible for fostering or 
tolerating an anti-gay atmosphere. 

Carol DiBattiste, undersecre¬ 
tary of the Air Force, said the new 
policy establishes “an overarching 
principle regarding harassment, 
including harassment based on 
sexual orientation.” 


Army Chief of Staff Eric Shin- 
seki said, “When individual digni¬ 
ty and respect are violated, mutu¬ 
al trust and cohesion erodes. Ha¬ 
rassment of any kind violates in¬ 
dividual dignity and tears at the 
fabric of this trust and the cohe¬ 
sion of our Army.” 

Those words signaled a notable 
shift in tone and focus in this 
round of reports. The presence of 
gays is no longer seen as the prin¬ 
cipal threat to unit cohesion, that 
focus has shifted to anti-gay ha¬ 
rassment. And that harassment is 
being placed within the broader 
context of all harassment, not 
standing as one thing alone. The 
Pentagon is embracing ideas pro¬ 
posed by groups such as the Ser- 
vicemembers Legal Defense Net¬ 
work. Slowly but surely gays are 
being mainstreamed. 

Media doubts 

The Pentagon press corps was 
skeptical; it showed in its tough 
questioning at the news confer¬ 
ence. One reporter said, “World 
War II didn’t take as long as get¬ 
ting the policy implemented. Why 
is it so hard?” 

DiBattiste said there “are com¬ 
plicated issues,” but with the new

training program, “We think we’ve 
got it right this time, and the mea¬ 
surement part of this will tell us.” 

Another reporter jumped in, 
“About once a year the Pentagon 
holds a press conference in which 
it says it’s getting serious about 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ and is real¬ 
ly going to implement it this time.” 
When women were harassed at the 
Aberdeen training facility, the re¬ 
porter pointed out, “heads rolled.” 
But this DADT report gave a clean 
bill o*f health to the officers. “Why 
should anyone think the Army is 
serious” this time?

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the 
place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you 
start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when 
using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

Wha t is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV 
drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

H ow does CRIXIVAN wo rk? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or 
d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should 
take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and adolescents 
have not been established. 

H ow should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 . Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless your 
doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very 
start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays”. 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions about 
when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule 
works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim or non-fat milk, 
juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or two 
hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with sjdm or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 
corn flakes with skim or- non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example—a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can 
interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout 
the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough fluids in your body should 
help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if 
you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although 
CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including 
death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN ? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription medicines, 
herbal products including St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum ), or dietary supplements. 


Can C RIXI VAN be taken with other m edications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

ORAP® (pimozide) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems (such as 
irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with the following: Rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®,or RIMACTANE®. 

Taking CRIXIVAN with St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, 
or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. Taking St. John’s wort has been shown to decrease 
CRIXIVAN levels and may lead to decreased effectiveness of CRIXIVAN and other HIV-related drugs.

What are the p ossib l e side effects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs, CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this 
leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side 
effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this led to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at 
least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances'of 
forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic anemia) which 
in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors. In some 
of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments 
to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including CRIXIVAN, 
together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins." Call your doctor if you develop 
severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may include 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss 
of fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these conditions 
are not known at this time. 


Clinical Studies 


Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% of 
patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a 
person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, flank pain, 
feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, 
trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 
Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed include: allergic 
reactions: severe skin reactions; yellowing of the skin and/or eyes; heart 
problems including heart attack; abdominal swelling; indigestion; inflammation 
of the kidneys; inflammation of the pancreas; joint pain; depression; itching; 
hives; change in skin color; hair loss; ingrown toenails with or without infection; 
crystals in the urine; painful urination; and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual symptoms. 

If the condition persists or worsens, seek medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 

a Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at room 
temperature (59°- 86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant “pillow” 
in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed.

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Managing HIV therapy: 
News from the Durban 
AIDS conference

S cience seemed to play sec¬ 
ond fiddle to politics and 
policy at the 13th Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conference in Dur¬ 
ban, South Africa. There were no 
shattering scientific revelations, 
but a series of generally positive • 
confirmatory findings deepened 
and broadened our understanding 
of how to better manage combi¬ 
nation therapy. 

The mantra of suppressing 
HIV viral load below a level of de¬ 
tection is softening a bit as evi¬ 
dence of longer-term clinical use 
of HAART accumulates. New 
York physician Jeffrey Greene fol¬ 
lowed 95 patients for three years 
and found no statistical difference 
between those who was able to 
suppress their virus below 50 
copies and those who lingered be¬ 
tween 50 and 400 copies. 

In Washington, D.C., physician 
Douglas Ward focused on 22 pa¬ 
tients who had a transitory “blip” 
of viremia from undetectable to 
between 50 and 400 copies. With¬ 
out changing their drug regimen, 
14 returned to undetectable on 
their next test, while two others 
took a little longer to do so. 

The group was largely treatment, 
experienced. Only four of the 22 
were orr.their first drug combina¬ 
tion and they all were able to regain 
control of the virus; 12 on a salvage 
regimen were able to do the same, 
while six were not. Adherence was 
not evaluated in this study. 

These transitory blips are “not 
necessarily an indication of failure 
of an antiviral regimen,” Ward 
concluded. His study strongly sug¬ 
gested caution rather than urgency 
in reacting to the appearance of 
low levels of viremia in patients 
whose previous viral loads were 
undetectable. Switches in therapy 
should be based upon sustained 
trends not a single test result. 

The importance of strict ad¬ 
herence in taking combination 
therapy in the prescribed manner 
was reinforced by several presen¬ 
tations. Most notable was a study 
by A. Carmonal that followed 736 
patients on HAART over nearly 
two years, in Barcelona, Spain. 
Good adherence meant taking 90 
percent or more of the prescribed 
doses as determined by interviews 
and pill counts. 

Carmonal found that compli¬ 
ant patients were rewarded with a 
mortality of 1.8 percent, while 
poor compliance resulted in 8.4 
percent rate of death. It was less 
clear whether or not the illness 
and debility of advanced disease 
contributed to poor adherence. 

STI vs. SIT 

“What’s in a name?” asked 
William Shakespeare. At Durban 
there were the beginnings of a 
squabble over what to call a 
planned stoppage of therapy and 
what it is suppose to accomplish. 

Bruce Walker (Harvard Uni¬ 
versity) and Franco Lori (George¬ 
town University) have champi¬ 
oned structured treatment inter¬ 
ruption (STI) as a way to boost 
the body’s killer T-cell response to 
assist in Fighting HIV. It is based 
on the idea that the immune sys¬ 
tem needs a relatively high level of 
exposure to HIV, over an extended

period of time, in order to develop 
that response. 

HAART suppresses the virus so 
successfully that the level of HIV 
falls below what is necessary to 
prime T-cells to play that role, and 
eventually their response fades. 
Stopping therapy allows the virus 
to multiply, which reactivates the T- 
cells. In theory, cycling on and off 
therapy may stimulate T-cells and 
build up that response to play a 
greater role in controlling viremia, 
perhaps even without therapy for 
extended periods of time. 

Initial research in small num¬ 
bers of patients offers some evi¬ 
dence that this may be possible for 
some but probably not for all pa¬ 
tients. 

At Durban, Dr. Anthony Fauci, 
director of the U.S.'National Insti¬ 
tute of Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases weighed in with his compet¬ 
ing acronym called structured in¬ 
termittent therapy (SIT). 

Waxing unusually philosophi¬ 
cal and less data driven than in his 
typical presentations, Fauci re¬ 
viewed how current therapies are 
not capable of completely eradi¬ 
cating HIV, that reservoirs remain 
from which virus will continue to 
emerge, likely for decades. 

Side effects associated with cur¬ 
rent therapies - lipodystrophy, 
metabolic abnormalities, mito¬ 
chondrial and liver toxicities - 
make it “almost certainly not feasi¬ 
ble to have people on therapy for an 
indefinite period of time,” he said. 

But Fauci was less enthusiastic 
about the long-term impact of T- 
cells in controlling viremia. His 
lab has initiated a series of on/off 
experiments “to find a point 
where as little drug as possible can 
be given over a period of time.” 

Mark Dybul reported on three 
strategies being tried at NIAID in 
patients on HAART with unde¬ 
tectable viral loads. A cycle of two 
days on and five days off therapy 
did not drive the re-emergent 
virus back below 50 copies in two 
of the three patients. 

Five patients who alternated 
one week of therapy and holiday 
were always able to get their viral 
load back under 50 copies, at least 
through the seven cycles of data 
presented. Their T-cell counts did 
not change significantly during 
the trial. 

The third group tried a month 
off therapy and two months back 
on. Nine patients have made it 
through two or three such cycles. 
They showed initial rises in viral 
load and drops in CD4 count but 
re-initiation of therapy brought 


those numbers back to where they 
were before treatment was 
stopped. Some showed lower viral 
rebounds on subsequent inter¬ 
ruptions, indicating a possibly 
juiced up T-cell response. 

Just how high the viral load has 
to rise and how long it has to stay 
there in order to stimulate the ap¬ 
propriate T-cell response are far 
from clear. And patient response 
likely will be highly variable, de¬ 
pendent upon factors such as per¬ 
sonal genetics and disease history. 

Fauci stressed that these small 
studies were created to help shape 
a larger clinical trial. Because of 
their small numbers, they Should 
not be interpreted as an indication 
of what should be normal clinical 
practice. 

For patients, the “debate” over 
nomenclature of STI or SIT bears 
at least a passing resemblance to 
the long-running Miller Lite ad 
campaign of “Taste’s great” versus 
“Less filling.” But, to return to 
Shakespeare, “a rose (of fewer 
toxic drugs) by any other name 
would smell as sweet.” 

Research over the next few 
years should reveal a better sense 
of the balancing act between using 
intermittent therapy and our own 
immune system to manage chron¬ 
ic HIV infection. ▼

that we’ve allowed the radical 
‘condom nazi’s’ to rule our private 
lives, snooping in on our sex-club 
interactions and attempting to 
pass laws that would make sex 
without condoms illegal.” 

“People do it because it feels 
good,” observed Steven Gibson, 
program director at the Stop 
AIDS Project and Folger’s super¬ 
visor. “Natural sex for both gays 
and straights is unprotected. We as 
humans, in order to protect our¬ 
selves from sexually transmitted 
diseases, have developed con¬ 
doms.” 

Not a lot of research has been 
done on the taboo subject since 
POZ magazine published two 
barebacking exposes by the re¬ 
cently deceased New York activist 
Stephen Gendin and by Universi¬ 
ty of California, San Francisco 
doctoral student Michael Scarce 
in February 1999. 

But one recent study con¬ 
firmed Gibson’s common sense 
assertion. As part of the study re¬ 
port, “Thought Processes Associ¬ 
ated with Unprotected Anal Inter¬ 
course in Gay Men, San Francisco 
1997-1999,” 124 men who were 
seeking to schedule an HIV anti¬ 
body test were asked a few ques¬ 
tions. All the men were HIV-neg¬ 
ative as of their last antibody test, 
and admitted that they had un¬ 
protected anal sex with a man 
who was HIV-positive or of un¬ 
known HIV status within the last 
year. The study, released earlier 
this month at the international 
AIDS conference in Durban, 
South Africa, was authored by Jim 
Dilley, executive director of the 
UCSF’s AIDS Health Project, and 
asked the guys to reflect on the last 
time they barebacked. 

Dilley found that just prior to 
their last such experience, 76 per¬ 
cent of the men said the main rea¬ 
son they decided not to use a con¬ 
dom was because it “feels good.” 

When asked, a majority of the 
respondents also acknowledged 
that they felt it “was only human 
to slip up occasionally,” and that 
they had resolved to “withdraw 
before ejaculation.” 

Other than loss of pleasure, the 
most strongly endorsed factors 
contributing to their decision to 
go for it, as cited by Dilley and col¬ 
leagues with UCSF and DPH, in¬ 
cluded “fatalism, or leaving it to 
chance,” “loss of control,” and “in¬ 
ferring that the partner was not 
infected based on looks, speech, or 
behavior.” 

In conclusion, Dilley asserted 
that “supportive, non-judgmental 
counseling” sessions might help 
gay men to change their behavior. 

Cat out of the bag 

Several people interviewed by 
the B.A.R suggested, essentially, 
that the cat is out of the bag, and 
that while most barebacking afi¬ 
cionados are not talking about it 
publicly - or even privately - nei¬ 
ther are public health experts at¬ 
tacking the problem in a thought¬ 
ful way. In fact, contrary to Dilley’s 
conclusions, some suggest that 
most publicly-funded HIV pre¬ 
vention programs in San Francisco 
are inherently judgmental on the 
reality of unprotected anal sex, or 
simply fail to address it in public. 

And sometimes prevention 
workers say, and do, something 
very different in private. 

“I have a great fuck bud,” vol¬ 
unteered Shelbi. “When I met 
him, he was wearing his founda¬ 
tion’s T-shirt, and I said, after 
much heavy kissing, T don’t think 
we’re compatible. I’m a bare- 
backer,’ and pointed to his shirt. 
He’d also told me that he’s an 
AIDS educator at this particular

organization. He said,‘I don’t nec¬ 
essarily practice what I preach.’” 

It is not known how common 
the practice of barebacking is in 
San Francisco or in other parts of 
the country, although a recent re¬ 
port published in the New York 
Times suggested that in that city, 
gay men have reduced their levels 
of unsafe behaviors. 

“There isn’t a gay man in the 
world who doesn’t have unpro¬ 
tected anal sex,” asserted Folger. 

In San Francisco, however, 
public health authorities are 
pointing to a number of indica¬ 
tors suggesting that the HIV in¬ 
fection rate is going up, and spec¬ 
ulation runs rampant as to why 
that is the case. 

UCSF Center for AIDS Preven¬ 
tion Studies Director Dr. Tom 


come the unjustified scare tactics 
bombarding the media,” stated 
Shelbi, San Francisco’s Mr. Drum¬ 
mer. “Fear is a powerful tool.” 

It is widely acknowledged that 
barebacking is how most people 
in San Francisco get infected with 
HIV. Even many schoolchildren 
are likely to be aware that con¬ 
doms, when used properly, signif¬ 
icantly reduce the chances of pass¬ 
ing HIV, the virus that cause 
AIDS, and other STDs between 
partners. 

And yet, while the current offi¬ 
cial estimated number of people 
who seroconvert each year in San 
Francisco stands at 500, this esti¬ 
mate is planned for an update in 
September by a select DPH/UCSF 
panel, who are considering a pre¬ 
liminary estimate of 900. 

Some local activists, including 
Michael Petrelis and David 
Pasquarelli who have advocated 
reopening gay bathhouses in the 
city and who performed the re¬ 
cent barebacker “outings,” have 
called for Gaither’s and Folger’s 
resignations from their posts, a 
suggestion that their supervisors 
call self-defeating. Gaither, also 
known as Sister Mary Mae Himm, 
serves as a volunteer member of 
the HPPC, a panel appointed by 
the director of public health to 
prioritize the city’s HIV preven¬ 
tion planning, while Folger directs 
a Stop AIDS Project series of pre¬ 
vention forums for HIV-positive 
men, a component of the CDC 
demonstration program in the 
city. 

“They are calling for their res¬ 
ignation, and I really think the 
whole purpose of HIV prevention 
planning is to get all the segments 
of the community together to 
make safer choices,” said Steven 
Tierney, who is co-chair of the 
HPPC and director of HIV pre-

Coates, while noting that “the re¬ 
search has not yet been done,” 
echoed the most commonly cited 
factors that are contributing to the 
likely increase in less safe sexual 
behavior, including the advent of 
new therapies, burnout among 
gay men who have grown tired of 
being vigilant about HIV, 
methamphetamine use, and oth¬ 
ers. But Coates, and a new multi¬ 
agency pilqt project coordinated 
by DPH, puts the onus on HIV¬ 
positive gay men to stop further 
spread of the virus. 

“If we look back to the early 
1980s, it was the community that 
took the initiative,” Coates said. 
“It’s a challenge that I put out 
there. It’s time to challenge people 
who have HIV and say, ‘there’s 
only one way this happens, and it’s 
time to take responsibility.’ 

The CDC-funded pilot pro¬ 
jects, including a television com¬ 
mercial and print ads now being 
filmed entitled, “HIV Stops With 
Me,” target HIV-positive men 
with their messages but do not ap¬ 
proach the subject of barebacking 
specifically, according to multiple 
sources. 

DPH and CAPS have often 
used the media to publicize their 
concerns about statistics indicat¬ 
ing a rising rate of HIV and other 
sexually transmitted diseases in 
San Francisco. But, right or 
wrong, some in the community 
have perceived these messages as 
“fear-mongering” in an attempt to 
drum up fear as a means to 
change their behavior. 

“Informed, consensual choice 
has become the new gay battle cry 
of those brave enough to over- 


vention for DPH. 

While noting that “the only 
safe sex guideline is abstinence,” 
Folger said that this is “not realis¬ 
tic.” He, Gaither, and other experts 
are calling for a form of HIV pre¬ 
vention commonly practiced out¬ 
side the United States called 
“harm reduction.” 

In the context of HIV preven¬ 
tion, “harm reduction,” a model 
more commonly employed here 
for drug addiction treatment as an 
alternative to abstinence, suggests 
that two consenting adults who are 
well-informed about the known 
risks of various sex practices, come 
to a mutual agreement of what 
practices they will engage in. 

It also suggests that public 
health experts educate bareback- 
ers about how they can reduce 
their risk of acquiring HIV, or of 
passing it to their partner, if they 
are, in fact, going to be bareback¬ 
ing anyway. 

But Tierney could not point to 
any existing or planned DPH- 
funded program designed to do 
that. Neither could the AIDS 
Health Project’s Dilley, and nei¬ 
ther could the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, other than “Assump¬ 
tions,” an ad and poster campaign 
that implies you cannot assume 
what your sex partner’s status is. 

Meanwhile, people who choose 
to bareback, whether they meet 
over the Internet, in Berkeley’s 
well-regulated bathhouse, or in 
San Francisco’s several popular 
sex clubs, are getting streetwise, 
passing information as well as ru¬ 
mors back and forth on how to 
prevent infections, as well as re-in¬ 
fections. T

were no more or less of a security 
risk than any other Americans. He 
was the highest-ranking govern¬ 
ment official to debunk that myth. 

But he still supported the ban. 
The Human Rights Campaign 
pointed out that in a 1993 inter¬ 
view with CNN, Cheney said he 
opposed President Clinton’s effort 
to lift the ban on gays and lesbians 
serving openly in the military. “I am 
one of those people who believes 
that people’s sexual preference and 
orientation are a private matter. It’s 
something that is a personal matter 
for them, and no one else’s busi¬ 
ness. And that’s the way I ran the 
civilian side of the Pentagon ... On 
the military side, though, you can’t 
pursue that policy. ... I basically 
don’t believe in discrimination, but 
I did conclude, as secretary of de¬ 
fense, that the ban on gays in uni¬ 
form was appropriate.” 

San Francisco gay activist 
Michael Petrelis told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Cheney was defense 
secretary when Allen Schindler was 
murdered by his Navy shipmates in 
Japan for being gay. Petrelis, who 
traveled to Japan twice after the 
brutal October 27, 1992 murder, 
accused Cheney of covering up the 
incident for a couple of months. 

“My first press release was head¬ 
lined ‘Dick Cheney has Gay Blood 
on his Hands,”’ Petrelis recalled. He 
added that Schindler had Filed 
“complaint after complaint” with 
the Navy about being harassed 
prior to his murder, yet nothing 
was done by the Navy or Pentagon. 

One gay advocacy group paint¬ 
ed a more positive picture of the 
vice presidential nominee. 

“Cheney stopped the practice 
of recoupment [trying to recover 
money for the cost of education, 
training, and re-enlistment bonus¬ 
es] against gay service members,” 
said Michelle Benecke, co-director 
of the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network. “Then when Clin¬ 
ton came into office, the practice 
started up again, and we have been 
fighting it ever since.” 

Dyke daughter 

Late Tuesday, Internet gossip 


Matt Drudge posted one of his “ex¬ 
clusive” reports that made public 
the fact that one of Cheney’s 
daughters, Mary, 31, is a lesbian. 
Until recently she worked as a cor¬ 
porate public relations manager 
for the Coors Brewing Company. 
Her responsibilities included liai¬ 
son work to the gay and lesbian 
community, including a $110,000 
grant to the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation in 1998. 

Drudge quoted an unnamed 
source in the Bush campaign as 
saying that the governor was 
aware of Mary Cheney’s sexual 
orientation prior to asking Ch¬ 
eney to be his running mate. 
“Being gay or lesbian is not a lia¬ 
bility in this campaign. The gov¬ 
ernor embraces both of Mr. Ch¬ 
eney’s daughters and will invite 
them to campaign with him.” 

Despite Cheney’s work with 
moderate Republican politicians, 
some said he is socially conserva¬ 
tive. The National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force released a state¬ 
ment Monday, July 24 that noted 
Cheney’s opposition to abortion, 
and his support for the ban on 
gays in the military. 

“Cheney in 1993 opposed Pres¬ 
ident Clinton’s effort to lift the mil¬ 
itary ban on openly gay, lesbian, 
and bisexual service members,” ac¬ 
cording to NGLTF’s statement. “At 
the height of the debate, Cheney 
warned that defense cuts and the 
proposal to lift the ban ‘have led to 
a decline in the quality of military 
recruits.’ He added that ‘the whole 
reduction in defense spending, the 
controversy over gays in the mili¬ 
tary, has led to an unwillingness to 
serve and low morale.’” 

“George W. Bush has flubbed 
the most important decision in 
his presidential campaign,” said 
Elizabeth Toledo, NGLTF’s execu¬ 
tive director. “His compassionate 
conservatism holds out no com¬ 
passion whatsoever for the gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
communities. Furthermore, it 
sends a chilling signal to women, 
to people of color, and to those 
concerned with fairness and 
equality that a major political 
party would offer up a candidate 
with such a background to the 
voters. This selection demon¬ 
strates that right-wing, religious

extremists are still a powerful 
force on the political landscape.” 

HRC pointed out that in 1988, 
Cheney voted against the AIDS 
Federal Policy Act, the first major 
federal bill to provide funding for 
HIV/AIDS counseling and testing. 
The bill passed. Also in 1988, Ch¬ 
eney voted for an amendment that 
would have cut $100,000 in 
HIV/AIDS research funding. The 
amendment failed. 

Republicans praised Cheney’s 
selection, noting his experience on 
foreign policy matters would be a 
plus, and that he has experience in 
Washington, D.C. Bush is general¬ 
ly viewed as inexperienced in for¬ 
eign policy matters and sells him¬ 
self as a Washington outsider. 

Cheney, 59, is a Texas oil execu¬ 
tive. In fact, his move last Friday to 
change his voter registration from 
Texas to Wyoming led reporters to 
speculate that he was a leading 
candidate for the vice presidential 
job. That move was done to avoid 
a constitutional problem. 

Currently, Cheney serves as 
chairman and chief executive offi¬ 
cer of Halliburton Company, one 
of the world’s largest oil construc¬ 
tion firms. He told his directors 
last week that he might be offered 
the vice presidency. 

Some observers feel Cheney’s 
nomination does pose potential 
problems, one being that some 
critics still point to Cheney as for¬ 
mer President Bush’s chief archi¬ 
tect of the U.S. military strategy 
during the war in the Persian Gulf. 
That strategy left Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein in power, and a 
decade later, still a thorn in the 
side of the United States. T

Research by accident

t all happened by mistake. An 

HIV-positive man from Berlin 
m made headlines a few years ago 
because of a real life experience he 
had with his HIV medications. He 
had a bout of hepatitis and had to 
stop his HIV drugs because of tox¬ 
icity. During his interruption his 
virus levels dropped significantly 
for 18 months. His T-cells also 
were unusually high. He became 
known as the Berlin patient. His 
story represents an interesting phe¬ 
nomenon of science imitating life. 

The Berlin patient was the cat¬ 
alyst for research into stopping 
HIV drugs and then restarting 
them. Called strategic therapy in¬ 
terruptions (STI), or structured 
intermittent treatment (SIT), the 
concept is basically about stopping 
HIV therapy for awhile, then 
restarting it, hoping for a lowering 
of viral load, possibly not having 
to take as many drugs, or never 
having to take them again. There 
is also hope that this strategy will 
rebuild important immune system 
cells. It is the buzz in HIV research 
today studied mostly in two popu¬ 
lations of people: those who have 
not taken drugs before and have 
higher T-cells, and those who have 
been on many rounds of HIV 
therapy and have fewer T-cells. 

Dr. Keith Henry from Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota said that 22 per¬ 
cent of his patients were inter¬ 
rupting treatment for various rea¬ 
sons. The Berlin patient and other 
people with HIV are the driving 
force behind this strategy simply 
because of the dire realities of hav¬ 
ing to continue taking so many 


drugs that may not remain effec¬ 
tive or may have toxic side effects. 
Martin Delaney, founder of Pro¬ 
ject Inform stated recently, “Can 
people stay on these drugs for a 
lifetime? Probably not.” It is com¬ 
mon knowledge that people are 
getting weary of taking medica¬ 
tions, because of the sheer num¬ 
ber of pills and doses, and because 
of toxic side effects. 

Early on in the research 
scientists were afraid that 
stopping or inter¬ 
rupting therapy at ^ 
any time would cause 
the virus to mutate. 

However, while resis¬ 
tance does appear in 
many people it doesn’t 
seem to be effect¬ 
ing the outcome 
one way or the 
other in the pre¬ 
liminary data from Durban and 
elsewhere. Most studies presented 
are still all over the map and an¬ 
swers remain illusive. The answer 
one gets when inquiring about 
STI is “it’s working for some peo¬ 
ple, but not for others.” 

Even with the insufficient stud¬ 
ies, there are important reasons 
for the research to continue. Not 
only is there excitement about the 
possibility of reducing the pill 
burden in order to reduce drug 
toxicity, but there are major im¬ 
plications with cost savings in de¬ 
veloping countries, ADAP, and 
MediCal programs. 

The stress of the AIDS pan¬ 
demic on developing countries’ in¬ 
frastructure and economy are 
nothing short of a disaster. Besides 
the fact that people with AIDS are 
demanding the drugs, horrifying 
epidemiological statistics point to 


a real good reason for reducing the 
amount of drugs required for 
treatment. One study presented by 
Dr. Anthony Fauci, director of the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, depicts a strat¬ 
egy of going on and off drugs 
every seven days. While the data is 
only on eight people at 14 weeks, 
no one has gone above the 500 
viral load limit of detection, except 
one patient who forgot to take the 
medication. This strategy 
would reduce pill burden 
by half. 

Based on these new 
findings, Fauci is en¬ 
couraging NIAID re¬ 
searchers to develop new 
studies looking at struc¬ 
tured interrup¬ 
tion. Two NIAID 
AIDS research 
programs, the 
CPCRA (Community Programs 
for Clinical Research on AIDS) 
and the ACTG (AIDS Clinical Tri¬ 
als Group) are developing new 
studies as well. Researchers Dr. 
Steven Deeks at the University of 
California, San Francisco and Dr. 
Jeff Harris at the Gladstone Insti¬ 
tute are also recruiting for studies. 
Other studies are investigating as 
well (see box below). 

But while institutional re¬ 
searchers plod along, taking pre¬ 
cious time designing protocols and 
fighting for funding, and pharma¬ 
ceutical companies balk at STI 
studies because of how this strate¬ 
gy may effect profit, the HIV com¬ 
munity has once again stepped 
forward to drive the effort. AIDS 
activists Hank Wilson and Matt 
Chappell from Survive AIDS are 
developing a project to collect 
anecdotes of people stopping and 
starting their HIV treatments. 

Realizing that an enormous 
amount of data could be gathered 
on the growing number of people 
who were going off therapy for a va¬ 
riety of reasons, Wilson became in¬ 
creasingly frustrated at the slow 
pace of the research. He stated, “Our 
goal is that we want people to tell us 
their stories, we will re-contact 
them and follow them over time, 
and then contextualize what people 
are doing. This is basically patients 
who are science in the making.” 

Wilson continued, “We don’t 
know if this will work, but the pro¬ 
ject could become the biggest co¬ 
hort in the country. We already have 
more patients than Fauci presented 
in Durban, which was basically 
anecdotal too. We’re not pretending 
that we know, but treatment inter¬ 
ruption is the most hopeful news 
since protease inhibitors.” 

Wilson admits that collecting 
anecdotal information is not as ef¬ 
fective as a controlled study, but 
that something can be learned from 
analyzing information from thou¬ 
sands of people. Also, a project such 
as this can only forge the research 
ahead and spawn excitement with 
scientists, funders and patients. 

Funded exclusively by Survive 
AIDS, Wilson stated that the effort 
is driven by technology. “We are 
developing a database and an on¬ 
line survey so that we can hear 
from people all over the world 
who are stopping therapy. How do 
we know what the right way and 
wrong way is to go about this 
strategy if we don’t ask the ques¬ 
tions and collect the data?” 

So, given the dramatic need for 
something to be done about the 
complexity, expense and hassle of 
HIV treatment, it is not surprising 
that this promising new strategy of 
looking at other ways to fight AIDS 
is being spearheaded by people 
with HIV while research institu¬ 
tions move their studies ahead. ▼

Activist Stephen Gendin dies of AIDS at 34

tephen Gendin, who was at 
' the center of AIDS activism 
for 15 years and whose 
provocative writing in POZ maga¬ 
zine as a gay man struggling with 
HIV sparked community contro¬ 
versies, died last Wednesday, July 
19, at New York’s Roosevelt Hos- 
pital, with his partner, Kyle 
“Hush” MacDowell at his side. He 
was 34. 

Mr. Gendin’s death was caused 
by cardiac arrest while undergoing 
chemotherapy for AIDS-related 


lymphoma. In 
addition to 
being a colum¬ 
nist and con¬ 
tributing editor 
at POZ he was 
co-founder of 
Community 
Prescription 
Service, a national mail-order 
pharmacy service for people with 
HIV. 

Mr. Gendin, who served as the 
youngest member of the executive 
committee of the 1987 National 
March on Washington for Lesbian 
and Gay Rights, learned he had 


HIV when he was an 18-year-old 
Brown University freshman. From 
that day on he became a dedicated 
and outspoken activist on behalf 
of PWAs, founding ACT 
UP/Rhode Island and helping to 
launch the Rhode Island AIDS 
Project before graduating from 
Brown. 

A member of ACT UP/New 
York’s fundraising committee, he 
took part in dozens of demonstra¬ 
tions and civil disobedience ac¬ 
tions, racking up a lengthy rap 
sheet of arrests. In 1989, he 
launched ACT UP’s “Treatment

Leather leader Tony DeBlase dies at 58

rominent leather communi¬ 
ty leader Anthony (Tony) 
DeBlase died last Friday, July 
21, in Portland, Oregon, after an 
extended illness. He was 58. 

Mr. DeBlase was a well-known 
writer and editor, and was among 
the most active and respected ed¬ 
ucators in the leather community. 
According to community histori¬ 
an Gayle Rubin, Mr. DeBlase was 
“one of the most important fig¬ 
ures in all 20th-century leather ... 
He was a public figure of immense 



integrity, and a 
person whose 
knowledge, in¬ 
telligence, and 
common sense 
will be missed.” 

Mr. DeBlase 
was the founder 
of DungeonMas- 
ter magazine, which he published 
from 1979 through 1994. The 
magazine was a pioneer in the 
area of SM technique and instruc¬ 
tion and its articles - many writ¬ 
ten by Mr. DeBlase himself - re¬ 
main among the best, and in some 
cases the only, published material 


in their subject area. He also wrote 
SM erotica under the names Fled- 
ermaus (“The Bat”) and Richard 
W. Krousher. 

In 1986 Mr. DeBlase and his 
longtime partner, Dr. Andrew 
Charles, moved from Chicago to 
San Francisco and purchased 
Drummer magazine and its asso¬ 
ciated titles from John Embry’s 
Alternate Publishing. Mr. DeBlase 
was also one of the founders and 
the first publisher of Sandmutopia 
Guardian, a pansexual magazine 
focusing on SM technique and 
community events.

Force. The two men became lovers 
and lived together on and off. 

During this time, Mr. Anchor 
remained closeted as a gay man. In. 
1985 he sold the radio station, and 
in 1988 Matlovich died With 
major chapters of his life coming to 
an .end, Mr. Anchor decided to shed 
both the closet and the name Mike 
Erickson. He began to speak out for 
gay rights, both at the local level 
and within the military establish¬ 
ment. He joined gay rights groups 
and wrote letters to various news¬ 
papers and to military officials. 

In the early 1990s Anchor was 
called out of retirement from the 
National Guard to participate in 
Desert Storm and in an action in 
Panama. He used his influence 
within the military to criticize its 


anti-gay stance. 

Soon he was flying back and 
forth to Washington, D.C. to ad¬ 
vocate for gay rights in the mili¬ 
tary with such groups as Veterans 
GARE, a gay veterans group in 
Sonoma County; the Alexander 
Hamilton Post of the American 
Legion in San Francisco, the only 
GLBT post in the nation; the Ser- 
vicemembers Legal. Defense Net¬ 
work; the National Gay Rights Ad¬ 
vocates; and the Gay, Lesbian and 
Bisexual Veterans of America. 

“Cliff has just been involved in 
everything,” said Jim Darby, the 
national secretary of the GLBVA. 

Some of Mr. Anchor’s efforts 
in behalf of gays in the military 
are chronicled in Randy Shilts’s 
book, Conduct Unbecoming: Gays 
and Lesbians in the U. S. Military. 

“He was a very beloved man for 
anyone who’s been involved in gay 
and lesbian issues in the military for 


the last 10 years,” said Bud Robbins 
of the Alexander Hamilton Post. 

In 1991, Mr. Anchor was diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS, but he managed 
to continue his efforts until the 
last year of his life when he be¬ 
came increasingly ill. 

“Due to unfortunate medical 
experiences he became weak and 
debilitated,” Booth said. “He felt 
he didn’t have a voice in his own 
life anymore.” 

Mr. Anchor is survived by his 
sister Rena Shoukrun, who lives in 
Israel; and by members of his cho¬ 
sen extended family, including 
Booth, his wife Pam and their 
children Ashley and Matt, of San 
Francisco; and Herb Kately and 
his sons Michael and Richard, of 
Oregon.

and Data Digest,” a pioneer PWA- 
empowering treatment newsletter. 

Larry Kramer, founder of ACT 
UP, said: “I remember the first 
time I saw Stephen at one of the 
first ACT UP meetings. He’d come 
all the way down from Brown. 
And he did it weekly, just to be 
with us, fighting. I remember the 
last time I saw him, just a week or 
so ago, looking just as much the 
handsome fighter, having just 
come through yet another awful 
close call, but standing straight, 
tall, with that same determined 
expression he had that first day.” 

Mr. Gendin continued to dis¬ 
tinguish himself as one of the few 
activists to focus his energies on 
HIV prevention as well as treat¬ 
ment. In 1994, when gay men 
faced a second wave of infections, 
he founded the AIDS Prevention

In 1988, Mr. DeBlase moved 
the Mr. Drummer contest from 
gay pride week in June to late Sep¬ 
tember to coincide with the Fol¬ 
som Street Fair, creating San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Leather Pride Week; he also 
developed the Drummer Boy con¬ 
test. He sold Drummer magazine 
and the contests in 1992; this past 
year the magazine was once again 
sold, and the 2000 Drummer and 
Drummer Boy contests will be 
held outside San Francisco for the 
first time. 

Mr. DeBlase presented SM 
demonstrations and workshops 
for organizations and events 
across North America and over¬ 
seas, and produced a series of SM 
how-to videos. He was known in 
particular for his rope bondage 
expertise. 

Mr. DeBlase was affiliated with 
a number of prominent SM 
groups and organizations. He was 
a longtime member of the Chica¬ 
go Hellfire Club, and attended all 
but one of the club’s annual Infer¬ 
no gatherings. He also was a 
member of Delta International 
and an honorary member of New 
York’s Gay Male SM Activists, 
Vancouver Activists in SM, and 
San Francisco’s 15 Association. 


Action League to spearhead new 
models of community-based, sex¬ 
positive prevention. Two years 
later, he co-founded Sex Panic! to 
combat attacks on New York 
City’s sexual culture. 

But it was as a POZ columnist 
that Mr. Gendin made his most 
controversial contribution. 
Whether writing about the indig¬ 
nities of HIV-drug-related diar¬ 
rhea, his fantasy of assassinating 
Senator Jesse Helms, or the con¬ 
flicted pleasure to be had in bare- 
backing and the intense soul- 
searching that resulted, Mr. 
Gendin had the uncanny ability to 
catalyze community discussion of 
complicated, contentious issues. 

Mr. Gendin was active from his 
childhood. He was a Boy Scout 
and was president of the 35-mem- 
ber science and engineering post 
#199 of the Wolverine Council, 
sponsored by Bechtel Power Cor¬ 
poration (where he later secured 
an internship in the engineering 


He was a member of the Na¬ 
tional Leather Association, and 
was named NLA’s Man of the Year 
in 1987. He received the Leather 
Journal's Pantheon of Leather 
Man of the Year Award in 1994 
and Forebear Award in 1997. He 
was also a proud recipient of the 
CHC’s Caligula Award for service 
to Inferno. 

Perhaps Mr. DeBlase is best 
known as the designer of the now- 
familiar black, blue, white, and red 
Leather pride flag, which he pre¬ 
sented at the International Mr. 
Leather contest in May 1989. Al¬ 
though he was often asked to ex¬ 
plain the meaning of the colors 
and design, DeBlase preferred to 
let individuals interpret the flag 
for themselves. 

Mr. DeBlase was involved with 
the founding and development of 
the Leather Archives and Muse¬ 
um, and served as vice president 
of LA8cM’s board of directors 
from 1992 until this year. He cre¬ 
ated four editions of the Leather 
History Timeline, the most recent 
of which was published in 1999. 
According to Joseph Bean, execu¬ 
tive director of the LA&M, Mr. 
DeBlase was “a loyal friend and 
constant counselor of so many 
leathermen and leatherwomen, 
and will be profoundly missed by 
the hundreds or thousands who 
had come to depend on him for

problem at Fort Campbell. He 
said there was no evidence of 
widespread harassment of gay ser¬ 
vice members at the base. He ig¬ 
nored the fact that 120 soldiers, 
fearing for their safety, had sought 
a “gay” discharge from Fort 
Campbell in the year since 
Winchell’s murder, as compared 
to fewer than 20 the previous year. 

SLDN responds 

Michelle Benecke, SLDN’s co¬ 
director, said the report on Fort 
Campbell does not ring true with 
what service members stationed 
there have told SLDN. She said: “I 
think that the blame [for those 
conditions] extends farther up the 
chain of command” than the re¬ 


port indicated. Benecke added that 
the report “raises real questions 
about the lack of accountability.” 

Benecke called the Action Plan 
“thoughtful,” and “if implement¬ 
ed it could make a difference.” 

But Benecke is worried that 
there is only a few months re¬ 
maining in this administration. 
The military may allow it “to gath¬ 
er dust” while it waits for the elec¬ 
tion results. 

Benecke remembered that Un¬ 
dersecretary of Defense John 
Dorn drafted excellent guidelines 
in March 1997, “but they were 
never sent to the field.” They were 
finally pried loose in August 1999, 
after Winchell’s murder. 

Benecke charged, “The military is 
forcing people to play semantic 
games” in not being open about being 
gay. “I don’t think it is fair to place 
those burdens on an 18-year-old.” Y

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Opening The Eyes of Tammy Faye

The Eyes of Tammy Faye 
co-directors Randy Barbato 
and Fenton Bailey 


'ocumentary 
filmmakers 
Fenton Bailey 
and Randy Bar¬ 
bato established themselves 
as masters of the outre with 
1998’s Party Monster: The 
Michael Alig Story, and their 
upcoming 101 Rent Boys ex¬ 
plores yet another seamy gay 
subculture. Their current re¬ 
lease, The Eyes of Tammy Faye, does not focus on gay life, but its 
subject, Tammy Faye Bakker-Messner, is catnip for queer boys. 
More outre than Tammy Faye? That just isn’t possible. 

In the opening moments of The Eyes of Tammy Faye, the sub¬ 
ject relates her belief in the old adage that the eyes are the mirrors 
of the soul. Then without missing a beat, she explains — sans 
irony — that for this reason, when close friends die, she always 
asks if she can have their eyeglasses. In the 79 minutes that follow, 
nothing will quite equal this jaw-dropper for sheer lunacy. 

Bailey and Barbato tell the story of Tammy Faye’s life, from her 
humble beginnings as the eldest of eight siblings to her current reclu¬ 
sive life with her ex-convict second husband in Palm Desert. There is no 
doubt that Tammy Faye’s life 
has been a wild ride, with lots 
of unpredictable turns and 
more than its share of sor¬ 
row. We get the whole sordid 
story of the PTL Club, Jim 
Bakker’s affair with Jessica 
Hahn, and Pat Robertson’s 
palace coup that wrested 
control of the PTL Club 
from Jim and Tammy Faye. 

All this unfolds irv ehrono- 
~ logical order, with each seg¬ 
ment ihfrdduced by hand 
puppets of the Kukla, Fran 
and Ollie variety (an homage 
to Jim and Tammy’s first 
television foray as Christian 
puppeteers). Along the way 
we learn of Tammy Faye and 
Jim’s divorce; her remarriage 
to his former business part¬ 
ner (and his subsequent im¬ 
prisonment); her bout with 
cancer; addiction to pre¬ 
scription drugs; and her brief 
stint on The Jim J. and 
Tammy Faye Show, a secular 
television talk show with 
queer co-host Jim J. Bullock. 

The intelligent narration 
is given voice by RuPaul 
Charles, and cinematogra¬ 
pher Sandra Chandler pro¬ 
vides ample exposure for 
those infamous, ever-watery 
eyes. But despite the film¬ 
maker’s best efforts and the 
sharp collaboration of their

Roseanne Barr and yes, Jim and Tammy Bakker paraded 
across the screen like floats in a never-ending Macy’s 
Thanksgiving Day Parade. 

The film begins with a face. It could be an enormous 
harvest moon or a clown from one of those German silent 
movies of the ’20s — the black-and-white images dressed 
up in the garish palette of a colorized movie. Watching

i lf | aureen McGovern has a 
tj '1 litmus test for songs. 

“If you can do some¬ 
thing with just piano and voice 
and still move people, then you’ve 
got a song,” the singer said. “Try 
doing that with anything you pick 
from the Top 20. Today’s songs 
aren’t really songs at all. They’re 
sounds. But they are great to exer¬ 
cise to.” 

The self-described “champion 
of the great American songbook” 
is headed to San Francisco for a 
musical double-header. On July 
31 and Aug. 1, she’ll perform at 
the Help Is on the Way benefit con¬ 
cert at the Palace of Fine Arts (see 
sidebar). And on the second night, 
as soon as she finishes a pair of 
Cole Porter songs, she’ll rush to 
the Plush Room to open a two- 
week engagement there. 

McGovern has come a long 
way musically since the 1970s 
when she was known as the Disas¬ 
ter Theme Queen, thanks to her 
hit renditions of “The Morning 
After” from The Poseidon Adven¬ 
ture and “We May Never Love Like 
This Again” from The Towering 
Inferno. Now she’s one of the 
reigning queens of the cabaret 
world, and a steady producer of 
stylish CDs. 

They may sell a fraction of 
what her disaster hits sold, but it’s 
a small price to pay for musical 
happiness. She was miserable 
when she was part of the corpo¬ 
rate music-making machine. 

On her first albums built 
around the movie themes, she was 
just a voice inserted into songs 
and arrangements chosen by 
committee. When the third didn’t 
match the sales of the first two, she 
was dumped by her label. 

“I was flat broke,” McGovern 
said from her home in Los Ange¬ 
les. “I let my band go and got a job 
as a secretary. That lasted for sev¬ 
eral years, and then I was offered 
the chance to sing the theme from 
Superman, which I loved, but the 
album that went with it was the 
producer’s choice of material. One 
day I was invited to watch a 
recording session with Manhattan 
Transfer, and here were these peo¬ 
ple doing incredibly creative and 
commercial work and having just 
one helluva of a good time doing 
it. I thought, when is it going to be 
my turn?” 

McGovern walked away from 
the music business, content not to 
record again until she could do it 
on her own terms. Musical theater 
provided the passageway. 

“I was doing Sound of Music in 
Pittsburgh, and three weeks later I 
opened on Broadway in Pirates of 
Penzance without ever having 
done a high school play,” she said. 
“But I found a real home in the¬ 
ater. The literacy of the music is so 
wonderful.” 

Wrap-around heart 

In 1986, she cut her first her 
album that reflected her tastes. 
McGovern produced as well as 
sang on Another Woman in Love, 
mostly made up of songs by such 
greats as Jerome Kern, Richard 
Rodgers, and Harold Arlen. She 
continues to produce her own 
CDs, which often focus on a par¬ 
ticular classic songwriter. 

“There are truly some genius¬ 
es left,” she said, “but as a singer 
and an actor who likes to wrap my 
heart and soul around a lyric and 
a melody, that’s hard to find. 


There’s a wonderful writer named 
Jeff Harris who’s actually going to 
be playing piano for me in San 
Francisco. I always try to include 
something Jeff has written. To me, 
he’s the carrier of the torch.” 

As McGovern grew up, her 
early musical influences included 
Judy Garland, Ella Fitzgerald, and 
Mel Torme. “I was 5 going on 50,” 
she said of her childhood. “It was 
a very strict Catholic household in 
the ’50s and ’60s, which might as 
well have been the ’30s and ’40s.” 

She and her father did feud 
about the Vietnam War in the 


to understand the lifestyle you 
lead as a performer, the intense 
pressure and never being in one 
place. I’m sort of married to my 
career.”

’60s, and her first professional gigs 
were as guitar-playing folk singer. 
The man who became her hus¬ 
band was a drummer in a jazz 
trio, and he hired McGovern to 
play folk music during the trio’s 
breaks at Eddie’s Stag Bar on the 
campus of Kent State University. 
“Those were my auspicious begin¬ 
nings,” she said. 

Her future husband is now an 
ex-husband, and she has never 
tied the knot again.

crew, Eyes of Tammy Faye never 
quite hits the heights of docu¬ 
mentary films like Grey Gardens 
or Bailey and Barbato’s own Party 
Monster. The problem lies with 
the film’s subject. 

As The Eyes of Tammy Faye un¬ 
folds, we quickly realize that Ms. 
Bakker-Messner is essentially a 
well-intentioned, charismatic 
nitwit. Her many proclamations 
like, “You don’t have to be dowdy 
to be a Christian,” or, “A famous 
person can be the most lonely per¬ 
son in the world” are usually state¬ 
ments of the obvious. Tammy 
Faye’s smiling-through-tears de¬ 
meanor never varies. She is chip¬ 
per and upbeat, in spite of the 
facts. But her trials and tribula¬ 
tions never lead her to emotional 
maturity or any penetrating in¬ 
sight into her own psyche or the 
human condition. That yould re¬ 
quire a brain, and unfortunately 
Bailey and Barbato do not possess 
the restorative powers of the Wiz¬ 
ard of Oz. As a result, it becomes 
difficult to care about or identify 
with Tammy Faye, and equally dif¬ 
ficult to laugh at her rather pa¬ 
thetic persona. This makes The 
Eyes of Tammy Faye a curious ex¬ 
ercise that will probably earn an 
audience’s respect, but not their 
enthusiasm. T

Alive to ‘The Five Senses’ 


Jeremy Podeswa's latest human study opens

O ne of my favorite moments 
in gay film happens in a Je¬ 
remy Podeswa film. In the 
1986 short film David Roche Talks 
To You About Love, the title char¬ 
acter, a twentysomething perfor¬ 
mance artist, addresses the audi¬ 
ence from the bowels of a Toron¬ 
to live/work space. Holding up an 
overstuffed file folder, Roche 
quips, “Here are the names of men 
I have loved.” Holding up a much 
smaller folder, Roche sighs, “Here 
are the names of men who have 
loved me. In no case does a name 


loose, Henry.” “This is it, huh?” 

After Brian fucks Henry in the 
butt, we observe him being ser¬ 
viced by a dark-haired young 
woman who can’t keep her eyes or 
her mind on the task at hand. 
Throughout Eclipse we are sur¬ 
prised and frequently delighted at 
the ways in which people of both 
sexes use, abuse, discard, and 
when we least expect it, somehow 
come to care for each other. 

In his latest feature, The Five 
Senses, Podeswa takes aim at a dif¬ 
ficult bit of human landscape: how 
each of our senses either opens us 
up to new experience or fails to. In 
effect, Podeswa is attempting to

appearing in one folder turn up in 
the other folder.” 

Podeswa is fascinated by the 
process by which humans couple 
up, or fail to. His 1995 feature 
Eclipse is a hauntingly erotic, fnov- 
ing, and at times funny account of 
the way several couples form, dis¬ 
solve and reform in innumerable 
combinations. Eclipse covers the 
full range of the Kinsey Scale, 
structured around a long-haired 
youth’s attempts to document, 
with his videocamera and his 
spunk, Torontoites’ reactions to 
the temporary disappearance of 
the sun. An impish young hustler 
calls on his older john to “try and 
cut loose, Brian.” “I am cutting 


make five Eric Rohmer (the 
French New Wave director who 
has made groups of films accord¬ 
ing to self-assigned categories: Six 
Moral Tales, Comedies, Proverbs, 
etc.) films in one. Thus, a Toronto 
eye doctor who at first appears to 
be a noxious voyeur or busybody 
turns into a poignant figure when 
we realize he’s losing his hearing 
and is storing up sounds for the 
future. A female massage therapist 
is great at manipulating her 
clients, but can’t reach out to her 
troubled teenage daughter. 

The Five Senses' fly in the artis¬ 
tic ointment is its tendency to be 
overly schematic in its approach 
to the characters. Coincidence is 
too well served as a group of 
urban strangers reacts to the news 
that a young girl has been abduct¬ 
ed in the park. The most promis¬ 


ing moments come in the daugh¬ 
ter Rachel’s story. An obsessive 
erotic snoop (her favorite targets 
are park couples), Rachel careless¬ 
ly neglects the young girl in her 
care. The incident propels her into 
a odd bonding with a young boy 
whose crossdressing tendencies 
Rachel encourages. 

Like the aggressively sexual 
young girl in The Ice Storm or a 
heroine in a Joyce Carol Oates 
story, Rachel piques our curiosity 
and teases our senses to the possi¬ 
bility of an adventure that the film 
fails to deliver. The little girl’s 
story reeks a little too much of its 
tabloid origins. On the plus side, a 


gloriously bitchy and affectionate 
relationship develops between 
Rona, a nervous young woman 
who flees from possible relation¬ 
ships as if allergic to the very pos¬ 
sibility of love, and Robert, her gay 
housecleaner friend who unfortu¬ 
nately is a little too fastidious in 
warning her about the devious 
ways of foreign lovers. The Five 
Senses would have benefited great¬ 
ly from a less exhaustive menu of 
the wayward ways of the heart. T

' Spartacus' suffers nicely at

id any of Hollywood’s lead- 
| ing men ever suffer physical- 
' ly as much as Kirk Douglas? 
He was beaten bloody in Champi¬ 
on (1949), the film that made him 
a star; lost a finger in the Big Sky 
(1952), an ear (as Van Gogh) in 
Lust for Life( 1956), an eye in The 
Vikings (1958); and, in the The 
Way West (1967), was whipped by 
a slave — on his own orders. But 
his screen torture peaked with cru¬ 
cifixion in Spartacus (1960), an 
agony he determinedly spares 
Tony Curtis, whom he mercifully 
stabs to death. 

Spartacus, which plays the Cas¬ 
tro on July 30, was disowned by its 
director, Stanley Kubrick, but in 
many ways it is his most human 
film. In it, special lenses and art 
direction do not overwhelm or 
disembody the characters, and the 
narrative grows in intensity. 
Kubrick had not directed a film 
since the critically acclaimed but 
commercially unsuccessful Paths 
of Glory ( 1957), which also starred 
Douglas. The actor, who produced 
Spartacus, fired Anthony Mann, 
the original director, and asked 
Kubrick to assume control. The 
result is one of the best sandal- 
and-sword epics, a film often 
moving and intelligent, with a fa¬ 
mous cast and bits of overt ho¬ 
moeroticism only hinted at in pre¬ 
vious movies set in ancient times. 

Based on a historically true but 
minor slave revolt in the last cen¬ 
tury before Christ, the film cap¬ 
tures much of the political in¬ 
trigue and turmoil that set the 
stage for Julius Caesar’s rise to 
power. Douglas, as the title char-, 
acter slave, is contrasted with Lau¬ 
rence Olivier’s patrician Crassus, 
who yearns for a dictatorship, os¬ 
tensibly to return Rome to her re¬ 
publican glory. 

Charles Laughton plays Grac¬ 
chus, Crassus’s senatorial adver¬ 
sary and initial mentor for Caesar. 
Jean Simmons, at her most beau¬ 
tiful and passionate, is Varinia, a 
slave who loves Spartacus and is 
desired by Crassus. Caesar, played 
by the gloriously handsome and 
buffed John Gavin, is not a major 
character in the movie, but is seen 
often enough to make an impres¬ 
sion. Peter Ustinov, in an 
Oscar-winning performance for 
Best Supporting Actor, is Batiatus, 
an obsequious slave trader who 
runs a gladiatorial school from 
which Spartacus escapes and re¬ 
cruits his initial slave army. A still 
pretty and nicely buffed Tony Cur¬ 
tis is the slave Antoninus. When 
Olivier asks him what he does, 
Curtis, with his classic Bronx ac¬ 
cent, replies that he is “a singer of 
songs.” Olivier makes him his body 
servant. It’s a delirious moment. 


Freedom rings 

Spartacus’s vaguely utopian 
All-Men-Shall-Be-Free vision of so¬ 
ciety is juxtaposed against Crassus’s 
passion for an idealized Roman Re¬ 
public reflective of patrician values. 
Those values include slavery, and the 
rebellion Spartacus leads threatens 
the social contract, to say nothing of 
the lives of the wealthy. At its worst, 
the film hints that Spartacus is a pre¬ 
cursor of Jesus, but those moments 
are rare. At its best, it is exciting, 
filled with action and literate dia¬ 
logue which, if not quite up to 
Joseph L. Mankiewicz’s for Cleopa¬ 
tra (1963), is much better than the 
acclaimed Ben-Hur (1959) or most 
other epics set in ancient times. 

The performances are all over 
the place. Douglas is intense and 
passionate, gloriously operatic in 
his suffering, fierce in his anger. 
The viewer can feel him straining 
for an Oscar, but he failed to get 
nominated. (Frequent co-star 
Burt Lancaster was that year’s Best 
Actor, as Elmer Gantry.) His final 
battle with Curtis is convincing, 
and their unconsummated love 
moving. Olivier could be wonder¬ 
ful when slumming in 
middle-brow material, and he’s at 
his finest here. You can see he’d 
rather be playing Shakespeare’s 
Crassus, but he brings 
tight-lipped anger, cunning, and 
physical lust to the part here. 

In a famous scene, removed 
from the film’s original release but 
now restored, his longing for An¬ 
toninus is clear. While Curtis 
bathes him, Olivier asks, “Do you 
like oysters?” Curtis replies affir¬ 
matively. “Do you like snails?” Cur¬ 
tis says no. “Do you think prefer¬ 
ring oysters or snails is a matter of 
taste or morals?” “Taste, master.” 
Olivier concludes by saying he likes 
both oysters and snails. Shortly 
thereafter, Antoninus runs off to 
join Spartacus. Later, at the baths,. 
Olivier, with a suggestive touch on 
Gavin’s well-muscled arm, makes it 
clear that Crassus’ fondness for 
Caesar is not just because they are 
both patricians. Gavin’s subdued 
Caesar gets the message. 

Simmons, whom Pauline Kael 
once described as one of “the finest 
actresses Hollywood ever trashed,” 
works wonders with the shallow¬ 
ly-written role of Varinia. Her re¬ 
sponse to Spartacus’ gentle treat¬ 
ment is moving, and her passion 
for him believable. Her submis¬ 
siveness when Crassus owns her is 
mechanical, perfunctory, and icy. 
She had been Olivier’s Ophelia to 
his Hamlet in 1948, and this re¬ 
union has a bittersweet quality. 

Ustinov does his usual flam¬ 
boyant overacting, but he is espe¬ 
cially repellent here, and often 
quite funny fawning over the rich 
and powerful. Gavin, who later be¬ 
came ambassador to Mexico, does-

n’t have much to do, but the scene 
of him in the baths is enough to 
make him memorable. If you can 
get past his accent, Curtis is enjoy¬ 
able in an improbable part. Nina 
Foch and Joanna Barnes are amus¬ 
ing as horny Roman matrons 
turned on by the gladiators, and 
Woody Strode brings dignity and 
strength to his too-small part. 

But the real acting honors go to 
Laughton’s Gracchus. Whether 
conspiring against Crassus in the 
Senate, plotting against him with 
Caesar, reacting to his betrayal, lust¬ 
ing for Varinia, bribing Batiatus, 
preparing for his suicide, or rattling 
off epigrams like, “In Rome, digni¬ 
ty shortens life even more than dis¬ 
ease,” he is a wonder. The following 
year he would play another corrupt 
Senator — this time an American 
from the South in Advise and Con¬ 
sent, his final role. 

Perhaps because Ben-Hur had 
swept the Oscars the year before, 
Spartacus garnered only four Acad¬ 
emy Awards: Ustinov’s, Cine¬ 
matography, Art and Set Decora¬ 
tion, and Costumes. Alex North 
wrote the lively score, which lost 
the Oscar to Exodus. Douglas 
courageously hired Dalton Trum- 
bo, previously blacklisted during 
the notorious Red scare, to write 
the screenplay from Howard Fast’s 
novel. In some of the battle scenes, 
you can see Kubrick developing the 
techniques he would perfect in 
Barry Lyndon (1975), a much more 
beautiful-looking film, but far less 
engaging on a personal level. ▼

'Hang the DJ' at the Red Vic Movie House

The new documentary Hang 
the DJ shows us that a lot has 
changed in the 15 or so years since 
old auntie Morrissey crooned the 
anti-dance-music diatribe from 
which the film steals its ironic title. 
The intervening years have seen 
electronic-based dance music be¬ 
come a creative and commercial 
force, evolving from disco to 
house, to acid house, to techno, to 
trip-hop and too many other per¬ 
mutations to mention. Concur¬ 
rent with this dance-music renais¬ 
sance has been the rise in stature 
of the DJ. In recent years, some DJs 
have achieved the kind of celebri¬ 
ty that an alternative rock star such 
as Morrissey had in the ’80s. 

Of course, celebrity is one 
thing, and artistry is another. The 
central questions that Hang the DJ 
tries to answer are whether or not 
deejaying is an art, and whether 
the DJ is an artist in the same 
sense as a singer or musician. The 
problem with the documentary is 
that the filmmakers Marco and 
Mauro La Villa, 26-year-old twin 
brothers who are making the tran¬ 
sition from music video direction 
with this film, present us with a 
one-sided debate. Nearly everyone 
the directors enlist — young 
ravers, . big-name DJs, 
record-company honchos, and 
even a gray-haired theater direc¬ 
tor who inexplicably chimes in — 
affirms the artistry of the DJ. 

“Today, DJs have the status of 
a musician or an artist,” asserts DJ 
Roger Sanchez. “It has gone be¬ 
yond playing one record into an¬ 
other. Now DJs are actually con¬ 
structing the music.” While 
Sanchez is articulate and offers 
some insight, the comments of 
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A scene from Marco and Mauro La Villa's Hang the DJ 


many other participants are 
laughable. “Making love is an art,” 
says one smarmy DJ. “Playing 
records is also an art.” 

What do the La Villas give us in 
the way of dissenting opinion? 
Mainly the comments of one 
seemingly soused Liverpudlian, 
who goes on about how “the Bea¬ 
tles will last forever, but these DJs 
will be gone in 10 years’ time.” The 
streetside interview with this hap¬ 
less fellow is interrupted later in 


the film when he’s almost hit by a 
car. 

While never very even-handed 
or illuminating, Hang the DJ has 
plenty of flashy, energetic style. At 
several points during the film, the 
De Villas freeze-frame the frenet¬ 
ic action on the dance floor and 
then pan across the image, which 
they’ve transformed into an eerie 
tableau. But their best visual is a 
gorgeous time-lapse shot of an 
Amsterdam thoroughfare, sped 


up and slowed down to the 
rhythms of a techno number. Im¬ 
ages like these betray the La Villas’ 
background as music video direc¬ 
tors, a day job that, on the basis of 
Hang the DJ, they’d be wise to 
keep. ▼

Drag & a limp threeway 

Out on video

Flawless, written and directed by 
Joel Schumacher (MGM) 

P hilip Seymour Hoffman is 
turning out to be one of the 
most astounding actors of 
his generation. Most recently seen 
on the big screen as the repulsive 
Freddy Miles in The Talented Mr. 
Ripley, Hoffman was previously 
memorable in supporting roles 
both straight (an obscene tele¬ 
phone caller in Happiness) and gay 
(the unrequited lover of Mark 
Wahlberg in Boogie Nights). In 
Flawless, Hoffman takes center 
stage. As Rusty, a New York drag 
queen, the actor brings sympathy 
and pathos to a role which could 
have been either comic or pathetic. 

The premise of the screenplay 
is extremely unlikely: a stroke vic¬ 
tim (Robert De Niro), struggling 
to maintain his own self-esteem 
after a career as a jock, begrudg¬ 
ingly takes lessons in voice thera¬ 
py from his neighbor Rusty. Es¬ 
sentially a two-character drama, 
the plot is dragged down by the 
violence surrounding a McGuffin 
of some stolen money. But the 
central drama is driven by the 
pairing of these two people with 
ostensibly nothing in common, 
and the common ground that 
they eventually discover. Gay 
writer-director Schumacher (Bat¬ 
man & Robin) handles the situa¬ 
tion adroitly. And De Niro, too, as¬ 
tounds in this choice role of the 
down-but-not-out Walt, as whom 
he is barely intelligible.

I he heterosexist attitude of the 
makers of this limp film is 
clear from the first few min¬ 
utes, during which three silhouetted 
figures dance across the opening 
credits. When the two guys wind up 
dancing together, one pushes the 
other one away, and a brief fistfight 
ensues. My gaydar didn’t go off once 
during Three to Tango, straight Hol¬ 
lywood’s latest attempt to cash in on 
the alternative lifestyle thing. The 
premise is a case of mistaken sexual 


identity, which is perpetuated by a 
hapless Chicago architect (Matthew 
Perry) in order to keep a peachy as¬ 
signment, and also in order to get 
the girl (Neve Campbell). Sounds 
cute enough on paper, but the cast is 
full of actors like erstwhile second- 
lead Oliver Platt (who was a sleazy 
Wall Street-type in Working Girt) as 
completely unconvincing gay peo¬ 
ple. 

Three to Tango lands with a re¬ 
sounding thud due to the total 
lack of screen charisma of Perry, 
who is as miscast a romantic hero 
as Chris O’Donnell in last year’s 
dismal San Francisco slapstick 
comedy The Bachelor. Didja see 
that one? ’Nuff said.T

Going up to Ashland for the Oregon Shakespeare Festival

jSI shland and its Oregon 

t .. Shakespeare Festival have al¬ 
ready been discovered in the 
Bay Area. Nearly a quarter of its au¬ 
diences, more than from any other 
area, comes from the San Francisco 
environs. But there are always new¬ 
comers among the regulars, and 
this year I added another 94114 to 
the festival’s Zip Code analysis. 

Six shows in three days may 
not be a sensible way for a theater 
critic to spend a vacation, yet just 
about everything in Ashland pro¬ 
vides the kind of downy experi¬ 
ence to help you disengage from 
urban angst. 

Cars stop for pedestrians be¬ 
fore you get to the curb, fudge 
shops and ice cream parlors dot 
the town square, and a babbling 
brook trundles through the center 
of town. The city has even provid¬ 
ed (and maintains!) sidewalk 
drinking fountains every few 
blocks, including a few that dis¬ 
pense the foul but reputedly 
healthy Lithia Water. 

It’s an easy, comfortable place 
to see theater, and because the vast 
majority who make the trip are in 
fact there to see theater, the quali¬ 
ty of Ashland’s tourists 
is arguably more literate MMV 
than that of those you 
might find, say, at Fish- ^ 

erman’s Wharf. 

Ashland is not a Y J 
specifically gay destina- m Zj 
tion, though a smatter- 
ing of gay couples was 
obvious at all the 
productions. Nor is 
the festival a par tic- 
ularly gay affair, with 
only two or three in the enormous 
acting company who, according to 
an inside source, are out. Not that 
there’s any overt homophobia in 
the festival or the town, he said, just 
a hint of boredom if you’re young 
and single and have seen all the 
shows. (What I am told is the de 
facto gay bar is out of commission 
as the Mark Antony Hotel is being 
transformed into Ashland Grand.) 

This year, after some internal 
consternation, the festival is offer¬ 
ing the lesbian-themed Stop Kiss, a 
recent off-Broadway hit that Brava! 
will present in San Francisco dur¬ 
ing the coming season. Diana Son’s 
play is, in fact, lesbian lite, and did¬ 
n’t seem to jar a matinee audience 
with its poignant tale of a budding 
relationship between two ostensi¬ 
bly straight women, and an act of 
violence that cements it. 

Stop Kiss is playing in the 138- 
seat Black Swan, the smallest of 
the festival’s three theaters, where 
we also saw Lynn Nottage’s well- 
acted but erratic Crumbs from the 
Table of Joy, about a ’50s black 
family in upheaval. Next up in size 
is the comfortable 601-seat Angus 
Bowmer Theatre, named for the 
young teacher who founded the 
festival 65 years ago. In the 
Bowmer, we saw a wonderful and 
rollicking version of The Man 
Who Came to Dinner and a sharp 
and clean production of Shake¬ 
speare’s Henry V. 

One of the treats of the Ash¬ 
land experience is to see the same 
actors in hugely different roles in a 
matter of a few hours. Dan Dono¬ 
hue, for example, is playing the 
noble and conflicted Henry V one 
moment and a hilariously buf- 
foonish Sir Andrew Aguecheek in 
Twelfth Night the next. 

Twelfth Night and Hamlet, 
both handsomely staged, were the 


Fricke created the show, which F. 
Allen Sawyer and John Karr ( Dirty 
Little Show Tunes ) have directed. 

“My first thought was that we 
all know many of the Broadway 
diva songs,” Brizee said before the 
show first opened in January, “but 
there are also great ones for the 
male leads in those shows. That 
evolved into a mix of songs com¬ 
ing from the male perspective, 
whether or not they were first 
sung by men. We’ve changed pro¬ 
nouns here and there, but you 
know how gay guys refer to each 
other as ‘her’ and ‘she,’ so a little 
bit of that sticks.”

A Priestly affair 

A musical about a simpler time 
became the victim of the harsher 
realities of modern life. The Good 
Companions, based on J.B. Priest¬ 
ley’s 1929 novel of the same name, 
had a slew of impressive names on 
its London marquee back in 1974. 

The great Johnny Mercer pro¬ 
vided the lyrics to Andre Previn’s 
music. Ronald Harwood, who 


wrote The Dresser, adapted Priest¬ 
ley’s tale of a struggling troupe of 
music-hall entertainers touring 
the provinces, and Judi Dench and 
John Mills headed the cast. But 
after opening to generally favor¬ 
able reviews, London faced a sum¬ 
mer of IRA bombings, and West 
End business faded. 

The Good Companions closed 
after a five-month run, and while 
a London revival is periodically 
discussed, it will be 42nd Street 
Moon that gives the musical its 
American debut. Performances 
begin Aug. 9 at the Eureka Theatre. 

Don Cima will take the role 
created by John Mills, and Alison 
Aylers will assume Judi Dench’s 
role. Bill Fahrner and Marsha 
Lanzo have the roles first played by 
Christopher Gable and Marti 
Webb. Greg MacKellan, whose 
production of Out of This World 
closes this weekend, is the director. 

The Good Companions will 
continue through Aug. 27.

At least 
you hope it will be under the stars. 

Summers in Ashland are tradi¬ 
tionally balmy and even 
hot affairs (hotels and 
B8cBs tout their air-con¬ 
ditioning capabilities), 
and after our Popsicle 
summer in San Francis¬ 
co, I was ready to bake. 
But the gods had other 
plans, and we drove into 
Ashland as flash 
floods filled the 
streets and light¬ 
ning flared into the 
surrounding mountains. 

It eventually cleared, but the 
outdoor shows are almost never 
canceled because of rain. Before 
the start of Hamlet, when the rains 
seemed like they might still return, 
the stage manager appeared to give 
us the drill. If it starts raining and 
someone just can’t stand it, he or 
she can get a refund in the first 
hour and 15 minutes of the pro¬ 
duction. The actors may don slick¬ 
ers and eventually street clothes, 
while fight scenes will be slowed 
and the show stopped for periodic 
moppings. Fortunately, none of 
that was necessary. 

By our final day in Ashland, the 
sun was shining consistently, the 
temperature was pleasant, and as 
we sat drinking a local brew in an 
outdoor cafe built next to the Ash¬ 
land Creek, it was like a grown-up 
Disneyland for theater-lovers. 

The festival, a six-hour drive by 
car, will continue through Oct. 29.

Up the Nile 

Berkeley has become John 
Fisher’s New Haven, a place for 
out-of-town tryouts before his 
shows come to the big city. Fish¬ 
er’s Cleopatra: The Musical will 
open in November at Theatre 
Rhinoceros, but will face its first 
audiences this weekend at UC 
Berkeley’s Zellerbach Playhouse.

ale Sandish gave himself 

P two romantic rules when he 
signed up for the touring 
production of Titanic: Don’t get 
involved with anyone in the cast, 
and don’t fall into any long-dis¬ 
tance relationships. He’s managed 
to keep one of his resolutions. 

When the Titanic tour landed 
in Boston about a year ago, San¬ 
dish did what he always does when 
he arrives in a new city. He found 
a gym. “Michael caught me look¬ 
ing at him in a mirror at the gym, 
and he turned around and said, 
‘Busted,’ and walked away,” San¬ 
dish recalled. “I figured since I’ve 
already made a fool of myself, I 
might as well as go and introduce 
myself.” They celebrated their first 
year of knowing each other in 
Pordand a couple of weeks back. 

A relationship that has been 
built on phone calls and short vis¬ 
its will go full-time when the Ti¬ 
tanic tour comes to an end in Sep¬ 
tember and Sandish moves back 
to New York. “I was actually very 
surprised,” Sandish said recently 
from Houston, “that he was will¬ 
ing to make a commitment to 
some who’s traveling around and 
leading the kind of life I do.” 

For nearly 17 years, Sandish 
has led the life of the peripatetic 
actor, going where the work is. 
When Titanic opens this week at 
the Orpheum Theatre, Sandish 
and the rest of the company will 
have the luxury of four weeks in 
one town. “That it is San Francis¬ 
co,” he said, “is heaven.” 

Sandish is now in his 19th 
month with the musical, playing 
radio operator Harold Bride, who 
transmits the wealthy voyagers’ 
prattlings to friends and family 
back home before sending out the 
distress signals that eventually 
brought rescue for a third of the 
liner’s 2,228 crew members and 
passengers. 

The character has one big solo, 
“The Night Was Alive,” in which 
he marvels at this new wireless 
technology that puts him in con¬ 
tact with people around the globe. 
Critics in other cities have praised 
Sandish’s voice, which he de¬ 
scribes as a light lyric tenor. “I 
think Harold is a sweet character,” 
Sandish said, “and I try to incor¬ 
porate the way I sing with that.” 

Harold Bride was the real-life 


radioman aboard the Titanic, and 
one of the few crew members to 
survive the disaster. Sandish was 
able to research the actual coun¬ 
terpart to his character and incor¬ 
porate what he learned into his 
performance. 

“His testimony at a Congres¬ 
sional inquiry was published,” 
Sandish said, “and it impressed 
upon me Harold Bride’s love of 
the wireless. He would be consid¬ 
ered a computer geek nowadays. 
He was a very introverted person 
who didn’t have many friends, and 
he found the wireless machine a 
way of opening up to the world.” 

Unlike the film Titanic, which 
created a fictional set of charac¬ 
ters, the musical’s characters are 
all based on actual passengers and 
crew members. The show was a 
big winner at the 1997 Tony 
Awards, garnering prizes for com¬ 
poser Maury Yeston, librettist 
Peter Stone, and scenic designer 
Stewart Laing, in addition to the 
Tony for best musical. 

Laing has simplified his set de¬ 
signs for the tour, which have dis¬ 


appointed some reviewers who 
had seen the Broadway produc¬ 
tion. But Sandish wonders if it 
isn’t for the best. 

“I saw Titanic on Broadway a 
couple of times,” he said, “and my 
focus was pulled in different di¬ 
rections because of the scenery. In 
our production, it’s more simply 
focused. You pay more attention 
to the performances. The ship still 
sinks, but it’s just done a little 
more theatrically and less me¬ 
chanically.” 

With Harold Bride, Sandish 
gets to play a character close to his 
own age — 38 — a relief after 
years of playing school-age char¬ 
acters. “I’m growing into my age a 
bit,” he said, “and I’m very grate¬ 
ful for that.” 

He has played Broadway and 
toured in Grease, has directed and 
appeared in Forever Plaid, and 
played the title role in You’re a 
Good Man, Charlie Brown. In a 
different vein, he played Miss 
Deep South in the New York pro¬ 
duction of Pageant.

Finally, at age 70, Stephen 
Sondheim has seen his first solo 
effort as composer and lyricist of a 
Broadway show given the 
full-blown New York treatment. A 
sweet little musical that may or 
may not have been a hit had it 
been staged as planned in the 
mid-’50s, Saturday Night is really 
more important for the creative 
force it unleashed than the actual 
material on display. 

That is not to say the material 
is negligible. Sondheim calls it his 
“baby pictures,” and there is plen¬ 
ty to smile at in every charming 
scene. The plot is predictable and 
the characters are hardly compli¬ 
cated, but the songs give a won¬ 
derful insight into what the au¬ 
thor was already capable of at 24. 
It’s a long way from Sweeney Todd 
and Assassins, but the trip to A 
Funny Thing Happened on the Way 
to the Forum and Company was al¬ 
ready on the horizon. There are 
even hints of that haunting wist¬ 
ful quality, so characteristic of 
Sondheim’s romantic melodies. 

Yes, you heard me: melodies. I 
have never agreed with detractors 
who say Sondheim can’t write a 
memorable tune. Damned if I can 
get them out of my head once I’ve 
heard them, and Saturday Night, 
being far more conventional than 
the later shows, has more than a 
few hummable ditties. Of course, 
the lyrics were already too com¬ 
plicated for the Hit Parade, and 
the ensembles do more to further 
the plot than to allow for produc¬ 
tion numbers, but the title song 
(reprised several times) is undeni¬ 
ably catchy, and the lovely So 
Many People would not feel out of 
place among the waltzes of A Lit¬ 
tle Night Music. 

The orchestrations for this 
production are by the brilliant 
Jonathan Tunick, the musician 
who must be given full credit for 
helping to forge the Sondheim 
sound. Their many collaborations 
are wittily alluded to in some of 
the intros and rhythmic back¬ 
grounds. The syncopations of 
Company can be heard, along with 
some whiffs of Forum. The cast is 
fresh and energetic and, judging 
from the photos, impossibly 


Ocean Chorus and the Desert 
Chorus. There is an agonized 
Night Chorus and a startling Day 
Chorus full of some of librettist 
Alice Goodman’s most astonish¬ 
ing poetry. The Chorus of Hager 
and the Angel stands somewhat 
apart, as it tells a Biblical story. 

The comparisons to Bach’s 
Passions are apt, and the compos¬ 
er is unafraid to raise the subject. 
The choruses are borrowed from 
the complete recording of the 
opera on Nonesuch. The orches¬ 
tra is directed by Berkeley’s Kent 
Nagano, and the London Opera 
Chorus is led by Richard Cooke. 
Don’t expect to understand Alice 
Goodman’s magnificent words — 
or, for that matter, the poems of 
John Donne and Emily Dickinson 
in Harmonium — without look¬ 
ing at the booklet. These scores are 
more about feeling and impact. In 
the case of Klinghoffer, the sense of 
deep reflection and human aware¬ 
ness is quite exalting.

Moods for moderns 

New CD releases: Sondheim, Adams, Ellington

hree new compact disc re¬ 
leases that seem to have 
nothing more in common 
than the fabulous reputations of 
their composers actually share 
some striking similarities. They all 
represent important stages in the 
careers of their creators, and all 
cross the boundaries between 
popular and serious music. The 
performances are definitive and 
the recordings are handsomely 
presented, so whether you like 
shows, jazz or large-scale choral 
works, each disc has its own ap¬ 
peal and should prove entertain¬ 
ing, depending on your mood. 


gift for choral writing. The over¬ 
whelming impact of the justly 
renowned Harmonium is exquis¬ 
itely balanced by the mostly re¬ 
flective choruses from his opera 
(perhaps, more accurately, orato¬ 
rio) The Death of Klinghoffer. 

Anyone who was present at the 
premiere of Harmonium at Davies 
Symphony Hall in the early ’80s 
will never forget the thrill of that 
historic occasion. We were all 
much younger then, and so was 
the gifted composer, who was seen 
on that night walking two feet 
above the ground with all the rest 
of us. There are moments, unmis¬ 
takable in their importance, that 
shape our lives, and this was such 
a turning point for Adams and 
music-lovers in San Francisco. 

No recording could really 
match the electricity or sense of 
discovery associated with that pre¬ 
miere, but we have had a good per¬ 
formance on ECM with the SFS 
and SFS Chorus, conducted by 
Edo de Waart and Vance George, 


to see us through, and I have a 
“live” reading with Leonard 
Slatkin and the St. Louis Orchestra 
and Chorus from 1984. Hearing 
Harmonium live would seem to be 
ideal, but now we have the com¬ 
poser himself leading the SFS and 
Vance George’s Symphony Chorus 
in what will probably be accepted 
as the conclusive rendition. 

Adams is a good conductor, 
and unlike Stravinsky for instance, 
he does not seek to dry the emo¬ 
tion out of his own music. With 
the extra choral pieces on this 
disc, this now must take pride of 
place for Adams’ first big hit. 

The Death of Klinghoffer is 
Adams at his grave and lyrical 
best, and the choruses from that 
opera make a fascinating program 
on their own. Giving politically 
correct — or make that humanis¬ 
tically balanced — equal time to 
the Chorus of the Exiled Palestini¬ 
ans and the Chorus of the Exiled 
Jews leads to similarly contrasted 
but balanced portraits in the 


youthful. Just right for a young 
man’s show, and perfect for a mu- 
sical about Brooklyn that doesn’t 
betray a trace of rueful cynicism. 
It turns out Stephen Sondheim 
must have been a beautiful baby.

Bow to Butoh 

R ecognized as the nation’s largest and most influential Butoh 
Festival, the San Francisco Butoh Festival beginning on 
Wednesday, August 2 at Theater Artaud, promises welcome 
summer relief from dot-com-itis and the surgings and lurchings of 
a queasy stock market. Butoh is grounded. Butoh has soul. Butoh 
is about as hip as dance gets these days, so a whole festival of the 
stuff is a good place to go to be cool this summer. 

While I’m hardly an expert on the dance-form, I’ve witnessed 
enough Butoh to know it can be either totally captivating or mind- 
numbingly boring. Apparently the gods or goddesses or Allah or who¬ 
ever looks after Butoh festivals had their reputations at stake, as some 
of Butoh’s finest practitioners will be here to showcase their art. 

From Tokyo, Japan, in both performance and artist-audience dis¬ 
cussion, Setsuko Yamada will demonstrate the finesse she has 
gained since studying theater at Japan’s esteemed Meiji University 
and joining a group called “Tenshi-Kan” (House of the Angels) in 
1971. Since then she has toured the world extensively, with long stays 
in San Francisco to take part in previous festivals, conduct work¬ 
shops, and create an original evening-length student performance 
with artists from the Bay Area and across the U.S. That piece, “Can 
I Borrow Your Shoes,” played to a capacity house at ODC Theater. 

Well-known in the Bay Area as our resident Butoh master, 
Koichi Tamano, sometimes described as a “bow-legged Nijinksy,” 
relocated from Tokyo to Berkeley, where he and his wife Hiroko 
Tamano formed Harupin-Ha, a group he says believes that “in 
dancing we aim at an internal space. We paint our bodies white to 
provide a clear, uncluttered canvas for physical manifestations of 
agony, ecstasy — the whole spectrum. We work strictly from im¬ 
agery and emotion, never trying to initiate movement without first 
feeling something in the guts.” 

With an early training in classical ballet and modern dance, Anzu 
Furukawa has been acclaimed as one of the leading Butoh dancers of 
our time. She was a soloist in Dairakuda-Kan, a famed Butoh group, 
and performed with Ariadone, the first all-female Butoh group. She 
established herself as a noted choreographer while creating works for 
Dance Love Machine and Dance-Butter Tokio. With the world at her 
disposal, she performed and choreographed from Helsinki to Rio de 
Janiero, from Germany to Ghana. For her return engagement to San 
Francisco, Furukawa brings with her a five -member company from 
Germany, Verwandlungsamt, to perform a major work entitled 
“Goya-La Quinto del Sordo (House of Deafness).” 

The “up-and-coming” dancer to watch is Shinichi “Momo” 
Koga, who declares he has been “falling all his life.” At age 8 he 
trained in judo, then Butoh, and has been dancing ever since with 
martial-art precision. He brings with him Ink Boat, a collective of 
sonic/Butoh/Suzuki action-theatre performers. Zam! Pcnv! Bif. Ka- 
boom! Should be a knock-out. ▼

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Triumph and tragedy

JPI or the leather communities 
jjli of the world, last weekend 
If was one of both joy and sor¬ 
row — Joy that a new Interna¬ 
tional Ms. Leather 2000, Jo Bias of 
San Diego, was chosen on Satur¬ 
day night, July 22 in Toronto, 
Canada — Sorrow over the death 
of internationally known educa¬ 
tor, mentor, publisher, writer and 
friend Tony DeBlase, who passed 
away at around 1500 on Friday, 
July 22 in Portland, Oregon. 

First, the sad news. 

He is gone, but it is doubtful 
the name or spirit of Tony De 
Blase will ever be forgotten. He 
and his loyal and talented staff at 
Drummer Magazine were respon¬ 
sible for the creation of the 
Leather Pride Flag. It was intro¬ 
duced onstage at the Int’l. Mr. 
Leather competition in Chicago in 
May 1989, the year that Guy Bald¬ 
win succeeded “Iron” Mike 
Pereyra with the title. 

The significance of the flag’s 
colors has never been fully and de¬ 
finitively explained, though vari¬ 
ous interpretations have been put 
forth. At the time of its unveiling, 
DeBlase stated, onstage, that 
the meaning of the flag’s colors 
was open to everyone’s inter¬ 
pretation. The majority 
of leather folk interpret 
the black-and-blue 
stripes to signify 
leather/SM; the white 
stripe signifies honor 
and integrity, which 
should be the hall¬ 
mark of everyone as¬ 
sociated with leather. 

The red heart ostensibly signifies 
the love for not just leather, but 
the entire LGBT community. 

But apart from having the in¬ 
spiration to create the leather ban¬ 
ner, Tony was well-liked, well-re¬ 
spected and looked upon as an 
icon. He was a good friend to al¬ 
most everyone he met; he men¬ 
tored young and old alike; he was 
an educator to many in the 
methodologies of the leather/SM 
scene, and he was an avid sup¬ 
porter of most worthy leather 
causes. As a member of the board

of directors of the Leather 
Archives & Museum in Chicago, 
Tony established a leather history 
time-line that is now on display 
for countless visitors to the mu¬ 
seum enjoy. His collaboration 
with such historical mavens as 
Joseph Bean, Gayle Rubin, 
Bob Guenther and others 
has made an enormous 
contribution to tracing 
our roots, and not just in 
leather/SM. 

An official obituary 
will be forthcoming 
from his lover, Dr. An¬ 
drew Charles, who re¬ 
sides in Portland, Oregon. A small 
memorial service will probably 
take place there, and it is speculat¬ 
ed a memorial service for Tony 
will be conducted during the Int’l. 
Mr. Leather 2001 weekend in 
Chicago next May. Our commu¬ 
nity mourns the loss of a great, 
loving, caring man — a man to be 
emulated in every manifestation 
of your leather lifestyle. 

Our deepest and most sincere 
condolences to Andrew Charles in 
Portland and to the DeBlase fam¬ 
ily. We are saddened by the loss.

Sandish grew up Catholic in 
the Buffalo area, and went to col¬ 
lege at Niagara University, where 
he got serious about performing 
and where he came out. “It was an 
issue with my family,” he said, “be¬ 
cause my parents lived for 20 years 
with this idea of what they wanted 
my life to be like, and it’s taken 
them about 20 years to realize it’s 
not going to be that way.” 

But his parents were very sup¬ 
portive about his decision to be¬ 
come a performer, not even push¬ 
ing that old truism that he should 
study something that he could fall 
back on. He may have wondered 


about his go-for-broke strategy 
when he started his career in a 
show called How Sweet It Was. 

“That was a really bad tour of a 
’50s revue, and it was just a bus 
and us,” Sandish said. “We had a 
set rolled up in the bottom of the 
bus, and we traveled around and 
did one-night shows in some out- 
of-the-ways places. I did a Johnny 
Mathis impersonation.” 

When he gets back to New 
York in September, he’ll begin the 
audition rounds, but he wants to 
focus on recording a CD of his 
own compositions.

Talking 'Trash' with Nick Rhodes and Simon LeBon

IP® ven though Duran Duran is 
; w releasing their latest album, 
1 H Pop Trash, on a new record 
label (Hollywood), they haven’t 
abandoned their recognizable 
sound. For example, the album’s 
first single and opening track, 
“Someone Else Not Me,” is very 
reminiscent of their enormous 
’90s comeback hit “Ordinary 
World.” Longtime (read: ’80s) 
Duran Duran fans will certainly 
be pleased by rhythmic synthy 
dance-oriented tracks such as 
“Lava Lamp” and “Hallucinating 
Elvis.” The nostalgia train has just 
pulled into the station, and Duran 
Duran wants you to get on board. 

Gregg Shapiro: If I'm not mistak¬ 
en, this is the 20th anniversary of 
the domestic debut of Duran 
Duran's debut disc, is that correct? 

Simon LeBon: Sounds like it. 
Actually, the first single came out 
in 1981. 

Is it hard to believe? 

Nick Rhodes: In a way I suppose 
it is, because I always think of Duran 
Duran as a new band, even 20 years 
later. Sort of foolish as it may seem. 

I guess when we make a new record 
it’s as if we’re starting the whole 
thing again. I suppose that’s one of 
things that keeps it different for us, 
keeps it active and fresh. 

Duran Duran had an almost 20- 
year affiliation with EMI-related 
record labels. Why did it end? 

SLB: Because it became EMI- 
related dog shit after awhile. Slow¬ 
ly, I guess if you’ve been with peo¬ 
ple for a long time, it’s like any re¬ 
lationship, it can go sour after a 
long time, and it just did. 

NR: The relationship had just 
gone stale. They changed the view 
on us; it was growing out of hand. I 
was happy to be out of there, 
frankly, before it became AOLTime- 
WarnerEMI.com. It was just time to 


move on. We’ve got a new label 
that’s got enthusiasm, and it’s a dif¬ 
ferent kind of way of looking at it. 

Don’t get me wrong, if you get 
those corporate giants behind you 
the right way at the right time, it 
can be great. But if you look at 
what’s happening with the music 
scene and the manufactured stuff, 
you can see the cynical approach 
that they’re taking. They don’t 
seem to have any interest, sadly, in 
developing really great young tal¬ 
ent. It’s sort of been turned into 
something that’s rather more like 
buying a packet of Corn Flakes. 

Does the current Duran Duran 
lineup, as a trio, work best? 

SLB: No! I prefer having John 
[Taylor] in the group. It’s a real 
long time since Andy and Roger 
were around, so I couldn’t tell how 
that would be. Anyone who asks 
me, I tell the truth, I wish John 
was in the group. 

NR: I think we’ve reached a 
point where, with this album, it’s 
like clockwork now, we just know 
where to stop and where to leave 
the space. It’s all stuff that you 
learn as you’re going, but it’s amaz¬ 
ing that 20 years later, you can still 
be learning so much. Music really 
is a never-ending tunnel. 

Can you describe the new album, 
Pop Trash, in 20 words or less? 

SLB: Okay... so it’s lush, it’s 
beat-y, it’s got songs that’ll bring 
you to happiness and tears. It will 
make you groove, and uh, when 
you have enough of listening to it, 
you can throw it in the trash with 
all the other pop. 

NR: It’s quite big, there’s a lot 
of tiny little moments in there, but 
it’s quite dramatic. It’s 12 new 
pieces of Duran Duran music that 
we took a lot of care putting to¬ 
gether and weren’t under any 
pressure from a record company 
breathing down are necks saying, 
“We need this out next week.” 

We did it all ourselves. We were 
actually an unsigned band while 


making this album, which was 
very novel, that’s the first time 
we’ve been like that for 18 years. 
The songs cover interesting sub¬ 
ject matter, and I think melodical- 
ly, it’s one of the best things we’ve 
done, certainly up there with Rio 
and the Wedding album. 

It sounds as if you wanted to 
maintain the synthesized dance 
sound. Is that a essential compo¬ 
nent of Duran Duran? 

SLB: Actually, yes! I do think 
so. I like music that makes me 
dance. It’s good stuff. 

Would you say that you've re¬ 
ceived better treatment in the 


press in the US or the UK? 

NR: In the States, by far better. 
I mean even in America, I think 
some of the media is still fairly 
cynical towards some of the things 
we do, but generally I don’t think 
it’s been so bad. In England, it’s 
miserable, meaning our albums 
are usually reviewed by someone 
who doesn’t even bother to listen 
to them. I think they just rub their 
hands together and go, “Oh great, 
a new Duran Duran album, let me 
take some of my anger off on this.” 
It’s a pity, the perception problem 
here is a Faustian nightmare. 

It would be safe to say that there's 
a homoerotic quality to some of 


Duran Duran's music videos. Are 
you aware of a gay following? 

SLB: I’m not aware of a group 
of gay followers, not in the same 
way we became aware of a group 
of adolescent girls. That was a very 
vocal, visible group. It wouldn’t 
surprise me in the least, because 
we’re about emotion and feeling 
and sexuality. For us, it doesn’t 
matter whether you’re homosexu¬ 
al, heterosexual, bisexual or trisex- 
ual. We do appeal to the emotion¬ 
al side of people. 

NR: We’ve always had a strong 
gay following, which is great. I 
think a certain amount of androg¬ 
yny has always been a part of us. We 
came out of the things we grew up 
with: glam rock, which was a major 
influence, and then disco and punk 
rock. We always had a very strong 
bond with the gay audience. 

When Duran Duran first debuted, 
you were sort of perceived as the 
'80s version of a "boy band." 

SLB: Well, I wouldn’t agree 
with that, actually. I think an ’80s 
version of a “boy band” was New 
Kids on the Block. We wrote our 
own music, we got together in a 
nightclub, with advertisements in 
independent local newspapers. We 
wrote our own songs, we chose 
our own clothes, we decided who 
would make our videos, we put 
the whole thing together. “Boy 
bands,” to me, are a group of peo¬ 
ple who come together because a 
record company has decided 
“that’s what is going to make us 
money.” They find a songwriter, 
they find a stylist, give them dance 
lessons, design their set, and the 
guys go on the stage and mime. 
My real advice to a “boy band” is, 
enjoy it while you can, because it 
isn’t going to last very long. 

NR: I’m sure some of them are 
sharp enough to realize that music 
is fashion, and fashion goes out of 
fashion. Probably, some of them 
are capable of writing good songs 
of their own, but right now to my 
ears it sounds like a factory. ▼ 
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By Day, they're taking in 
the sun around our Jacuzzi.

Please read this leaflet before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results 
in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of 
hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied for 
an additional 12 months.

up bag. The crowd roars, and she’s 
got us — how can you not love 
anybody so in tune with and 
unashamed of her own absurdity? 

“My powder — when I cry, it 
takes away the tears. My eyebrow 
stuff — although I don’t need to 
put on eyebrows, because my eye¬ 
brows are permanent. Here’s my 
mascara that I’m so famous for — 
it’s L’Oreal Waterproof Lash Out 
makeup. As you can see, it’s much 
used, much loved!” 

The blue meanies from the 
Christian Right are not the only 
crowd who don’t quite get the 
joke. In the film’s segment 
“Tammy Goes To Hollywood,” 
Tammy pitches her program ideas 
to USA Network Program Chief 
Steven Chow (creator of tabloid 
video shows Studs and Cops), in¬ 
cluding one for a show she dubs 
Tammy’s Terrific Teens, in which 
she accompanies teens on field 
trips to tattoo and piercing par¬ 
lors. Chow can’t contain his mirth 
and asks Tammy point blank why 
she’s so eager to be on camera. “It’s 
not a camera, it’s people, someone 
to talk to,” she replies. 

The former televangelist also 
provokes puzzled looks from the 
support staff of gay fashion pho¬ 
tographer Greg Gorman, whose 
makeover she politely rejects: 
“Without my eyelashes I’m not 
Tammy Faye. I don’t know who I 
am, but I’m not me.” 

Roller coaster ride 

In the end, it was her eyes that 
brought Tammy Faye Bakker to 
the attention of filmmakers Fen¬ 
ton Bailey and Randy Barbato. 
Bailey and Barbato, known for 
stalking hot-button subjects — a 
juror on the civil trial of OJ Simp¬ 
son, the television coming out of 
Ellen DeGeneres, the life of “party 
monster” Michael Alig — didn’t at 
first know what spin to take on the 
roller coaster ride of “the first lady 
of religious broadcasting, [who] 
together with her husband Jim 
Bakker pioneered the electric 
church from the ’60s through the 


mid-’80s, [building] not one but 
three religious networks” — until 
a well-publicized blowjob deliv¬ 
ered the Bakkers’ godorama king¬ 
dom into the clutches of bank¬ 
ruptcy lawyers, aided and abetted 
by their own personal Judas, rival 
televangelist Jerry Falwell. 

“We’ve always been obsessed 
by Tammy Faye,” says Barbato in a 
recent interview, quickly adding, 
“I think we’ve always been ob¬ 
sessed by her eyes, actually. We 
came up with the title first, and we 
had no idea what the film was 
going to be. We just had the 
sneaking suspicion that, although 
there was sort of mountains of 
coverage about her, there might be 
a story that was a bit different than 
we all thought.” 

In this age of Reality TV, who 
has time for dredging up half-for¬ 
gotten memories of the Queen of 
the Eyelashes? Fenton Bailey in¬ 
sists that Tammy Faye Bakker can 
hold her own with the MTV gen¬ 
eration. “It’s amazing, because 
people do forget — the scandal 
was 12 or 15 years ago, yet every¬ 
where you go with Tammy, people 
recognize her instantly. She’s like 
a can of Coca Cola, instantly rec¬ 
ognized, and yet in spite of that 
cartoon image, there’s a much 
more complicated story behind 
the face, behind the face paint.” 

For a scandal-loving public, 
Bakker had popped off the media 
radar screen just as the good ship 
PTL (the Bakkers’ Praise the Lord 
religious television network, fu¬ 
eled by an estimated $159 million 
in viewer donations) was run 
aground by a Pulitzer Prize-win¬ 
ning investigative story by Char¬ 
lotte Observer reporter Charles 
Sheperd — the only one of the 
Bakkers’ tormentors, curiously, 
who agreed to be filmed. 

Stake out 

Bailey and Barbato staked out 
Tammy Faye’s Palm Desert, Ca. 
gated community for nearly 11 
months until she finally consented 
to a media resurrection. Adds Bar¬ 
bato, “Tammy absolutely did not 
want us to make this film! We just 
kept driving out there, and we’d 
bring our camera, and she would

let us film stuff, but she hadn’t 
agreed to let us make the film. Fi¬ 
nally, one day, it was about 120 de¬ 
grees, we’re in the middle of the 
desert and it was more like, 
‘Please, please, please can we make 
this documentary!’ And she said, 
‘Well, as long as I can see cuts —’ 
and we’re like,‘No! We don’t know 
what it’s going to be, you can’t 
participate in it in any kind of ed¬ 
itorial fashion.’ 

“In fact, we didn’t show her 
[the film] until about three or 
four days before it went to Sun¬ 
dance, but she finally agreed.” 

Bailey argues that he’s not sure 
if he would have agreed to do the 
film if he were in Tammy Faye’s 
shoes. “She’s been so crucified by 
the media, it’s understandable. 
Why would anyone invite that 
kind of persecution into their lives 
again? It didn’t just destroy their 
livelihood, it destroyed their fam¬ 
ily, too.” 

B and B are fiercely protective 
of their “Queen” (and by this they 


do, with much affection, mean 
“drag queen”), and when I play 
devil’s advocate for a moment and 
suggest that maybe Tammy and 
Jim Bakkers PTL supporters de¬ 
served an apology for having been 
taken, the temperature drops 
about 10 degrees in the suite we’re 
using at the Hotel Triton. Bailey 
and Barbato launch a defense of 
their “client” worthy of one of 
Clinton’s impeachment lawyers. 
In fact, this is a particularly apt 
analogy, since the filmmakers have 
essentially constructed Eyes of 
Tammy Faye to make the point 
that the Falwell-engineered media 
“crucifixion” of the Bakkers was a 
kind of dress rehearsal for what 
the Religious Right would attempt 
to do to Clinton a decade later. For 
laughs, Tammy poses next to a 
cardboard figure of Hillary as Pat 
Boone compares their martyrdom 
for the sins of their husbands. 

Soul music 

My unabridged dictionary has 
two definitions for Jesus — and 
predictably, this is where Tammy 
and I parted company around 
1959, the magical year when rock 
’n’ roll fought Jesus for the souls of 
the nation’s radio listeners, and 
rock won. While I was enduring 
Christ’s army (Billy Graham, Oral 
Roberts), Tammy was wet-nursing 
a small army of siblings in Inter¬ 
national Falls, Minnesota. 

Jim Bakker to the rescue: 
Tammy and Jim meet as high 
school sweethearts, and as a hon¬ 
eymoon project decide to invent 
religious television. According to 
the Gospel of Bailey and Barbato, 
the Bakkers became kind of a reli¬ 
gious version of NBC program 
guru Pat Weaver, first collaborat¬ 
ing with a UHF station owner 
named Pat Robertson to create 
The 700 Club, religious TV’s 
Tonight Show. B and B argue that a 
combination of jealousy and 
snobbery (the Bakkers drew their 
flock across class, racial and de¬ 
nominational lines) pushed 
Tammy and Jim off Robertson’s 
Christian Broadcasting Network. 

It wasn’t until the early ’70s 
that the Bakkers launched PTL in 
Charlotte, NC, hitching their min¬ 


istry to an early commercial TV 
satellite. His lust for their satellite 
would eventually induce Falwell 
to “rescue” the Bakkers’ empire 
when the 2,500-station PTL Net¬ 
work and Disneylike Heritage 
theme park were drowning in red 
ink. 

Bailey says soliciting cash from 
the gullible on television is no 
crime, and the government’s pros¬ 
ecution of Jim Bakker for tax 
fraud was an attempt to sidestep 
the real issues dividing the 
Bakkers and Falwell’s sanctimo¬ 
nious majority. “If the govern¬ 
ment wants to send anybody to 
jail for tax fraud, they can do it, 
because tax laws are so vague, 
every one of us is vulnerable to be 
sent to jail on tax fraud. But 
there’s nothing inherently crimi¬ 
nal in televangelism, in going on 
TV and asking people to send in 
money. Just because I wouldn’t 
send in money, I refuse to feel 
sorry for the poor person who 
did. They were making a trade-off. 
They thought they’d get salva¬ 
tion.” 

Bailey and Barbato are masters 
of putting their subjects at ease 
and thus inducing soulful mono¬ 
logues. In their documentary por¬ 
traits of Santa Monica Blvd. hus¬ 
tlers 101 Rent Boys, the filmmak¬ 
ers actually pay their subjects on 
camera — ironically pay rent boys 
to hear their stories, and thus im¬ 
plicate the audience in the trans¬ 
action, as well as give the hustlers 
a chance at an odd kind of elec¬ 
tronic intimacy, the kind the pro¬ 
fession normally explicitly for¬ 
bids. Therefore a dark-haired 
“Tom Cruise” gets to talk about 
his meal ticket, his glorious “bub¬ 
ble butt,” while another hooker 
pledges to use the money to re¬ 
claim his dead lover’s ashes from 
a storage locker. In a sense, 
Tammy Faye becomes an hon¬ 
orary “rent boy,” giving B and B an 
intimate look at the real woman 
underneath the makeup. 

“We’re made out of the same 
dirt. Every one of us,” she says. 
“There’s no one better than the 
other. This is my philosophy of 
life. I never forget where I came 
from.” T

Cafe DuNord concerts draw folk singer out

ou want to mother him. 
|f You want to be like a 
11 screaming teenybopper get¬ 
ting her first close-up view of John 
Lennon* or a cool artrhouse cat 
kicking back with Leonard Cohen, 
or a grunge kid body-surfing the 
mosh pit in front of tragic angel 
Kurt Cobain. 

It’s perfectly fine, however, to 
be exactly where you are at the 
moment, which is sitting cross- 
legged on the floor of Cafe 
DuNord, elbows on knees, chin 
resting on palms, craning to hear 
every word and inflection of 
Joseph Arthur as he sings, plays 
guitar, and fiddles with a lot of 
electronic equipment arrayed on 
the floor around his feet, as 
though he were in his bedroom. 
Occasionally he kneels down to 
tweak a knob and send a sample 
of his voice through a mike into a 
machine that delays, reverberates, 
loops, distorts and creates an elec¬ 
tronic symphony, over which he 
layers his sweet, hurt, gentle, an¬ 
guished voice. 

You survey his lanky six-foot, 
four-inch frame and envy whatev¬ 
er woman (maybe man) gets to 
cuddle him, because you can tell 
he needs to be hugged. His lyrics, 
so desolate, so hopeful, so filled 
with the decay, rebirth and devas¬ 
tation of relationships, speak of 
emptiness needing to be filled, 
longings unsatisfied, sadness at 
the inevitability of loss, the left¬ 
over pangs of faded love. This boy 
has suffered, and you know he 
needs comforting. 

At the same time, you know 
he’s having a hell of a good time, 
even though he’s hiding behind 
dark glasses and seldom smiles or 
laughs. Mostly he looks inward, 
turning his pain into words and 
sucking you right in. Who cares 
who he sleeps with? His lyrics are 
stubbornly vague on this matter, 
and you soon realize it makes no 
difference. The lessons he’s 
learned are absolutely universal. 
They speak to the human condi¬ 
tion. He’s a troubadour for all 
mankind, womankind, transgen- 
derkind — he feels what we feel, 
and expresses it the way only the 
rarest musicians do. If he looks a 
bit like the Verve’s Richard 
Ashcroft crossed with John 
Lennon, with his mop of hair hid¬ 
ing his ears, he comes across as 
more sincere, less intent on com¬ 
mercial success, insisting on re¬ 
maining real under the pressures 
of a world tour, major-label back¬ 
ing, and imminent fame. 

Two in tandem 

The 28-year-old Arthur hails 
from Akron, Ohio and now calls 
New York City his home. After he 
was “discovered” by Peter Gabriel, 
who heard a demo tape and im¬ 
mediately sent for him and signed 
him to his Real World label, 
Arthur began work on his latest 
album, Come to Where I’m From, 
which is being promoted by Vir¬ 
gin Records America. For the last 
year, Arthur has undertaken a mu¬ 
sical tour of Europe and the US, 
playing venues from Rome, Flo¬ 
rence, Zurich, and Paris to Chica¬ 
go, Montreal, Seattle and San 
Francisco. His constant compan¬ 
ion, and his “whole social life,” as 
he says, is tour manager Graham 
Peterson, a Brit who looks equally 
the young, wild poet, and who not 
only orchestrates press interviews 
and gigs, but deftly controls the 


sound as Arthur plays, the two of 
them working in tandem to pro¬ 
duce a mesmerizing concert. 

In person laid-back and self-ef¬ 
facing as he hangs out at Cafe 
Flore the afternoon before his first 
gig in San Francisco, a block down 
Market St. at Cafe DuNord, 
Arthur comes across as gentle and 
shy, a bit wary, a bit jaded, some¬ 
what vulnerable, yet undeniably 
powerful. He insists on not taking 
himself too seriously, and he 
clearly doesn’t want to brag or tit¬ 
illate or try to prove himself in any 
way in the course of an interview. 
He saves his charisma for onstage, 


and I had some equipment which 
I felt was very valuable. In think¬ 
ing about it now, it’s like not real¬ 
ly valuable at all, and probably no¬ 
body would have gave a shit, but I 
put sleeping bags over the win¬ 
dows just to sort of feel like I was 
protected. It was a little crazy.” 

The story intrigues, because in 
the mental image of a squalid 
room darkened by sleeping bags 
over the windows, one finds an 
apt metaphor for the soul of 
Joseph Arthur, closely guarded 
from those outside, but all-em¬ 
bracing to those privileged to 
enter the lair.

pushing himself to make as deep 
a connection as possible with the 
audience. In the journals of his 
tour experiences, which he regu¬ 
larly posts online at 
www.josepharthur.com, Arthur 
frequently evaluates his moods at 
concerts, which clearly rise and 
fall in direct relationship to the 
warmth of reception he receives 
from audiences. For instance: 
“The people of rome didn’t give a 
fuck/ about my soul/ they wanted 
the lion teeth chewing my ass 
flesh.” 

His three recent concerts in 
San Francisco provoked varying 
responses. Of his first visit in mid- 
July, Arthur wrote: “san francisco 
was completely satisfying.../ when 
life is for you/ it simply is for you/ 
so say it and celebrate/ cause when 
it is against you/ its simply against 
you/ and you will suffer like a 
snowman in the sun.” 

By his next concert a week 
later, however, he was a bit mood¬ 
ier: “san francisco/ ate our 
dreams/ i plunged / into the 
depths/ and barely retained/my 
soul.... san francisco held me like 
a puppet up to the light/ you 
could see my faulty stitching/ and 
that i was made in china/ sold in 
the black market by a beggar 
woman.” 

Whatever this means to 
Arthur, it evokes a host of images 
and impressions in the reader, just 
as his singing does in the listener. 
Arthur is the promise of folk 
music rediscovered and fulfilled: 
the power of voice, instrument, 
and soul simply but elegantly 
combined to pull listeners into a 
net of reflection and reverie, fill¬ 
ing them with moods from out¬ 
side of themselves. Eventually fans 
realize the artist is reaching them 
not because he relates to us what 
he alone can experience, but be¬ 
cause he is reflecting the world 
back to itself. Arthur’s voice and 
vision are authentic, not manu¬ 
factured, and audiences respond 
to his honesty. 

An admirer of Arthur asks him 
If it is true that, as reported in Mu¬ 
sician magazine, Arthur was so 
reclusive in his New York City 
apartment that he had papered 
over the windows. 

“Yeah,” Arthur grins, his stoner 
voice seductive in its awe-shucks 
way, “that’s because I lived in like 
this — well, it could be a slight 
mental illness thirig, too — but I 
lived in a really seedy neighbor¬ 
hood, and there was a whorehouse 
upstairs in the building I lived in, 


Singer/songwriter Joseph Arthur 


Arthur is all about the mystery 
of emotions. Though he seems 
comfortably heterosexual, for in¬ 
stance, it’s easy to imagine him 
being whatever he feels like being 
at any particular time, just to 
savor the feelings. This very ambi¬ 
guity ruffled the feathers of the 
charter-bus driver taking Arthur 
and Peterson from SF to LA:

Bad, an Ellington Songbook 
Andre Previn, piano 
David Finck, double bass 
(Deutsche Grammophon) 

Stephen Sondheim is 70 and 
Andre Previn is also “getting up 
there,” but that doesn’t keep them 
from swinging along right into the 
new millennium. This is also Duke 
Ellington’s centennial, so Previn 
has got a right to play the blues. 

A recent collaboration with 
bassist David Finck, also on 
Deutsche Grammophon, yielded 
a very satisfying Gershwin con¬ 
cert, but where that disc was a lit¬ 
tle more freewheeling with the 



composer’s melodies, this outing 
plays it a little straighten It’s al¬ 
most as if Previn is saying, “Why 
gild the lily?” The Duke could 
swing and wail and croon a tune 
in ways modern jazz stars are still 
learning from. Previn hits the 
keys, toys with the tempo, but 
never strays too far from the mas¬ 


ter’s original thoughts. 

As composer, conductor, Holly¬ 
wood off-screen star and Broadway 
baby, Andre Previn has had an 
amazing career and some pretty in¬ 
teresting marriages, too (he’s even 
stayed tight with Mia), so it 
shouldn’t be surprising that he 
shows no signs of slowing down. 
Sample the swing of “Take the ‘A’ 
Train,” move with the groove of 
“Isfahan” or “Chelsea Bridge” or 
imagine yourself in some sophisti¬ 
cated boite during “In a Mellow 
Tone,” and you’ll see why this disc 
would be good for pure listening or 
background for being “In a Senti¬ 
mental Mood.” David Finck lends 
sympathetic support throughout, 
but it is Previn who gets the best 
licks in. Love that “Squatty Roo,” 
and you will, too.
